ST. LOUIS, MO., Oct. 8, 1972 — 
Sweden’s Jonsson continued the foreign 
dominance of the Trans-AMA by 
winning Round Three for Maico. The 
chief competition for the flying Swede 
came from Round Two winner, Heikki 
Mikkola, who was the only rider to stay 
close in the first two motos, finally 
pulling away to win the third heat. 

The absence of Suzuki ace Roger 
DeCoster (factory committment in 
Japan) did not diminish the competition 
or the crowd’s enthusiasm. 

Jonsson led from the gate in moto 
one, chased by Mikkola (Hus) and 
ironman Dave Bickers (CZ) through the 
tight turn one and down the first of 
many fast bumpy straights. Serge Bacou 
(Bul) became the first race casualty 
when he was involved in a five man 
crash. Bacou made the trip to a local 
hospital for removal of tire tracks from 
his back but appeared to not be 
seriously injured. 

Jim Pomeroy (Bul) was another rider 
involved but, after some hasty 
adjustments to his front wheel with his 
boot, continued on. 

Hans Maisch (Mai) moved into third 
on lap two and made it a three-way race 
for the first laps until Jonsson began to 
open up a good lead over Mikkola. John 
DeSoto (Kaw) slipped into fifth place 
on lap five but reinjured his bad knee on 
a rough section on the same lap, 
continuing on to finish the race. By lap 
eight, the finishing order had been 
established with Jonsson, Mikkola and 
Maisch out in front followed by Arne 
Kring (Hus), Brad Lackey (Kaw), Pierre 
Karsmakers (Hus), Dave Bickers (CZ) 
and Gary Jones (Yam) the only riders 
not lapped. 

Jonsson immediately jumped into 
the lead in moto two but was closely 
chased by DeSoto (A reinjury forced 
him. out on lap three.), Jim Winert 
(Yam) and Mikkola. On lap two, it was 
Weinert’s chance to play follow 
Mikkola, with races developing between 
Maisch and Lackey for fifth and Kring 
and Tripes for seventh, with the rest of 
the pack stretching out into the dust. 

Karsmakers and Maisch moved into 
third-fourth when Weinert’s engine 
soured, slowly dropping him back. 
Marty Tripes shared in the bad luck 
when the constant pounding of his 
stand-up riding style finally cut through 


the sole of one boot and forced nails 
into the inner sole. 

Karsmakers remained in third until 
lap ten, when a determined Hans Maisch 
blasted by on a jump to take over the 
chase. Brad Lackey finished a steady 
fifth followed by Kring, Gary Jones, 
Rich Thorwaldson (Suz) and Wyman 
Priddy (CZ). 

Crowd favorite, Heikki Mikkola, and 
Hans Maisch waged a two-lap duel for 
first place in moto three before Mikkola 
got by on lap three to the cheers of the 
entire park, Jonsson, plagued by a bad 
start and tight traffic, came around a 
determined twelfth on lap one, fifth by 
lap three and began a one-by-one assault 
on Karsmakers, Kring and Maisch for 
second. 

Mikkola’s safe lead through the first 
half of the race began to look a little 
shaky as Jonsson moved into second on 
the fourteenth lap and closed to within 
seconds by the final flag. 

Lackey, Jones and Thorwaldson 
made up the top American riders in 
sixth through eighth with Dave Bickers 
in ninth, ahead of Wyman Priddy in 
tenth. Brad Lackey’s 5-5-7 marks put 
him top American ahead of Gary Jones 
(8-8-7) and Rich Thorwaldson (11-8-8), 
with Wyman Priddy rounding out the 
American finishes in the top ten. 

The overall win makes Jonsson top 
rider in the Trans-AMA series with 
Mikkola a close second. Brad Lackey 
continues to be top American and 
National Championship leader. 


250 Support Class - 
HUSKY rider Bob Grossi swept to his 
second consecutive victory in as many 
weeks with two convincing wins over 
teammate Jim West in the Support class. 

Grossi and West gave a preview of the 
Support races in the first qualifying heat 
as they ran one-two, leaving most of the 
pack far behind. ` 

The only real competition and, 
really, the only other consistent rider, 
was Sonny DeFeo riding a Ghost CZ. 
DeFeo, after spending the first two 
round of the series hustling in the 
International class, decided to ride the 
Support class and made a very wise 
choice. Sonny rode two of his best races 
of the year, picking up a-third and fifth 
place fo finish third overall. .,.,. ..

Grossi led from the gate in moto one 
and continued to increase his lead with 
every lap. The real race was for second 
with West and DeFeo dueling it out the 
entire first moto. Gary Semics (Hus) 
was a steady fourth for the first six laps 
until mechanicals put an end to his race, 
moving Gary Ingham (Mai) and Bill 
Cook up into the top five. 

Jack Penton (KTM) put in his best 
ride in the series winning the third 
qualifying heat and passing Ingham on 
lap ten to take fifth for good.

I would like to make a proposal to all 
District 36 Sportsman Cardholders who 
compete in racing events in the District. 
We all know that racing is dangerous but 
that we love the sport and that racing is 
part of our lives. 

As you all know there are several 
permanent injuries and deaths that 
occur to fellow riders every year and 
with more riders coming into racing 
every year, the number of injuries 
increase, 

I propose that a program be put into 
effect in 1973 for use of all District 36 
Sportsman Cardholders who are injured 
or killed while competing in 
AMA-sanctioned District 36 Sportsman 
events. 

I propose that the funds collected, be 
distributed to either the rider or his 
family if a death or a permanent injury 
occurs to a rider while competing. The 
fund would have very definite guidelines 
that must be kept. The funds would 
only- be issued if there is a death or, 
(example) loss of use of lower limbs or 
other disabling injury. 

The funds would be collected by 
taking 10 cents from every $1 collected 
on a District Sportsman card application 
and from donations. The funds would 
be held and distributed by the District 
Competition Sports Committee 
members. 

The rider or his family would receive 
a percentage of all funds collected at the 
time of his permanent injury for the rest 
of his life or possibly for a set period, 
example: 10 years. 

We all have AMA insurance while we 
compete but many of us do not have 
anything more for the future. This. type 
of fund would help make ends meet and 
it would benefit us if it was ever needed. 

If anyone in the district has any ideas 
on this proposal, please contact me. It is 
very important that plans be laid out 
concerning this fund before December, 
1972;

STEP 5: “Oh Latrina, I’ve broken my buns!” This is the best way to get your tootsie to play 
“Bulldozer.” Playing “Bulldozer” will be discussed in Step 6. 
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New Harley dealer and former Cycle 
Guide writer/editor, Swede Carlson, 
offered up his tender body to the 
minions of the law deliberately 
incurring a citation for violation of 
Orange County’s “written permission 
required to ride off-road” ordinance. He 
got cited and took it to court. The 
municipal court found for Carlson, 
against the ordinance, declaring it illegal 
since it was in conflict with California 
state law. The D.A. appealed it to 
Superior Court in and for the County of 
Orange. (Like they say on “Dragnet” .) 
The Superior court upheld the lower 
court’s ruling. Thè Orange County 
off-road ordinance is unconstitutional 
and it is illegal for the sheriff, or any 
other law enforcement officer, to cite 
you, the rider, under that ordi...1ce in 
Orange County. It also sets a precedent 
that other courts will, undoubtedly, pay 
attention to. The counties are required 
to enforce the state law, not something 
that is in conflict with it that they've 
made up. Of course, the state laws 
aren’t all that permissive. The attorney 
who pleaded Carlson’s case, Martin 
Hildreth of Ontario, Calif., is willing to 
cooperate with legal staffs in other parts 
of California. Not excluding other 
states, except that all the legal 
homework was within the context of 
California state law. We can, tentatively, 


say that it looks like one for our side. 
* * * 


If you’re having trouble getting that 
VM-40 or VM-44 Mikuni you got for 
your monster bike to perform correctly, 
there may be a very deep-seated reason 
(Get it? Seat?) It seems that the 40 and 
44mm Menookies that were imported to 
the US were set up for snowmobile 
engines that have a fuel, pump. They 
feature a one point five (1.5) needle and 
seat assembly. As you may have 
noticed, your motorcycle probably 
doesn’t have a fuel pump. That 1.5 
assembly should be replaced with a 3.3 
or 3.5 needle and seat assembly. The 
switch should clear up the major 
problems in getting the 40 or 44 to run 
right. Getting your jetting straight is 
between you and your bike and the 
atmosphere. The 3.3 assembly is what 
comes in the 34 and 36mm Mikunis, 
which seem to do most bikes a lot of 
good. Competition shops should have 
the needle and seat assemblies. If not, 
Mikuni K. American has ordered a 
bunch of them and they will be 
available in a couple of weeks. 
* * * 


Most guys wouldn’t think of going 
racing or even trail-riding out in the 
desert or the hills without a Filtron (or 
a Filtron over a K&N) in their scooters 
but go charging blithely through the 
same stuff they race over in their truck 
or van. That truck or van usually has a 
stock factory air cleaner in it that is just 
barely adequate for regular highway use. 
Most of them just don’t make it for 
bouncing the old clunker over the dusty 
roads that lead to most desert pit or 
riding areas. Give that multi-cylinder 
four-stroke a break. The hot set-up 
would seem to be dictated by common 
sense — to put a Filtron in the van that 
carries you and your bike and your 
cooler, tools, pit crew across the desert. 
After all, your bike just carries you. 
Maintenance on the four-wheeler is part 
of your riding/racing costs, too, and 
your engine will last that much longer 
with a good filter. Not to mention a 
slight, but noticeable power boost with 
a Filtron-type goodie. They do make 
‘em for your “other’’ desert rig.

We got a peek at the prototype Puch 
250 six-speed that has been campaigned 
quietly in Europe this past summer. It 
looks purposeful, feels light and features 
in-gear kick starting (Where you just 
pull in the clutch and boot it.) Just the 
thing for desert starts. It is still being 
refined and reworked at this point and 
probably won’t be available in the U.S. 
until late next year. The current model, 
which is very “works’’-looking, has a big 
downpipe which gives it plenty of 
ground clearance, but the production 
models for import will probably have an 
up-pipe as do the other Puchs. First new 
250 from Europe in a long time.

Just when you thought you’d 
read all there was (or you were ready 
for) about supertuning and preparing 
your CZ, here comes another technical 
hot set-up at you. It only goes to show 
there are no absolutes.

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It is an interesting but little-known 
fact that E.C. Birt, noted for his 125 
work, also does the number on 250cc’s 
and up.

For 
instance, the one Tony Rogers has 
ridden to a D-37 motocross number one 
plate and the one that John DeSoto 
rode in winning Elsinore in 1971.

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Lee who then won the AME CZ series 
and...another machine of the same 
marque. There are ‘‘stage’’ approaches 
to the 250s. 

Birt piston ports the 250 for riders 
who want it, retaining the same ports 
but enlarging the dimensions to the 
rider’s ability. Who will ride each bike 
and how it will be ridden largely 
determine the extent of the hop-up and 
preparation that E.C. puts into it. Also, 
how much green you can afford to part 
with. 

A 34mm Mikuni is used on the 250s 
and Lee’s 250 also had a DH reed valve; 
more about that set-up in a few lines. A 
custom E.C. pipe was mounted on the 
young hotshoes’ 250s. Each pipe is a 
little different because each of the 
scooters is a little differently tuned. 


The pipes incorporate silencers, of 
course. 

After the carbureting and porting, 
E.C. dares where others have not 


ventured (possibly with good reason) 
and modifies the shape of the 
combustion area in the CZ head. (See 
Fig. 1) THe intent and apparent effect 
of the headwork is to move the 
combustion area to the area of 
compression; thereby 
focusing the flame front under the 
center of the piston. 

One result of the head mod, 
according to E.C., is more power 
throughout the RPM range, not just at 
top end or low end. Actually, most of 
the Birt set-ups are to give a bike more 
power throughout its entire range of 
revs. Reed. valve, Mikuni and special 
pipe all work to have that same effect, 
If it’s done right, they should 
complement each other. Birt seems to 
have a knack for making the whole

package work. 

The great CZ ignition timing fallacy 
has been exposed! Or, at least, E.C. 
takes a different approach to the 
subject. All the 250s have the timing set 
at 3mm BTDC. Maybe back off to 2.9 
on a 125, Advancing ignition timing is 
part of the game to get more torque at 
the low end out of a low horsepower 
engine, The Birt approach is to get a lot 
of horsepower out of a racing engine in 
the first place and then not screw 
around with stuff like timing. You 
thereby avoid timing discussions. 

Riding the 250s, in sequence 
matched to stage of preparation, is quite 
a revelation. You can start to get a feel, 
even as a novice rider, of the kind of 
machinery the number one plate 
demands. Tony Roger’s bike is set up 
especially for him, tailored to his 
requirements, Externally, it differs from 
Lee’s bike in lacking a reed and 
featuring different shocks. The bike is 
quick and very strong but you do have 
to get going rather fast to get it on the 
pipe. Needless. to say, it is geared 
appropriately for the speeds the engine 
will propel it. You still have to wick it 
out of the corners and there is a definite 
rush of power. 

Greg Lee’s 250 had the same set-up 
plus the DH_reed valve. The feel out of 
the comers is more like a 400. That reed 
attached to the Japanese air-fuel mixer 
really smooths out the power, dragging 
some of the horses down into the lower 
RPM range. You don’t have to keep the 
250 buzzing quite so hard to get good 
results. This is, naturally, most obvious 
out of the corners. The trick engine is 
smooth and very strong. It also sounds 
something like a turbine as the intake 
mixture whines through the reed. It is 














riumph-Suzuki of Pomona. Jim 
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The JH pipe slips right on to the head pipe and tucks in neatly all around. Installation requires 


only loosening the head pipe flange to get it at the right angle. Period. 


very easy to ride fairly competitively 
though -the reed valve gives only a 
marginal horsepower advantage of the 
useable kind. 

There was also a 125 CZ available 
which had received a 30mm Bing carb 
and a DH reed valve. Period. There was 
no other preparation on the bike. The 
reed valve seemed to make a more 
noticeable HP increase on the 125, 
Perhaps, it was the same proportion as 
for the 250 but any gain from a smaller 
displacement engine is ‘going to be more 
noticeable. The Bing/reed combination 
again made the in-out of corners games 
less of a hassle but the little CZ seemed 
to run out of revs in each gear faster, 
compared to a stocker. 

Another’ approach to a hot CZ 
czet-up is taken by Triumph-Suzuki of 
Pomona, who sponsor and prepare 
bikes for Rex Staten. They favor an IRZ 
Spanish dual needle carb conversion in 
the 33mm dimension for the 250 and 
36mm for the 400 CZ. (‘This is the stock 
carb on the Ossa.) The argument is that 
an IRZ is not as sensitive to rejetting 
requirements as a Jikov or Mikuni. 

Then, a most noticeable boost in 
engine tractability and. top end speed is 
gained by replacing the stock pipe with 
a JH Clean Sweep pipe. The pipe was 
designed by Jim Hoover, who was the 
builder of the Conley downpipes back 
in the days when stock CZs came with 
the chromed upsweeps. He started with 
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SOUTH BAY MOTORCYCLES 
1 West 35th Street 
National City, Ca. 92050 
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tħe old Conley design and has modified 
it by the trial and error, cut and weld, 
ride and test process to the point that a 
very sanitary, torque-inducing pipe is 
the result. 

What does the pipe do? It reduces 
any remaining low end. blubbering on 
the 250 or 400 CZ to zero. Everything 
from zero RPM on up is clean and quick 
and smooth. Jim allows as how the 
stock pipe might be better on mid-range 
power, but feels that since his pipe 
stretches out the power band i E 
gear, that it’s better for most riders: 
expert and novice. The Hoover pipe 
definitely provides an increase in low 
end that 250 CZs have been criticized 
for lacking. 

On the Hoover pipe, the stinger is a 
bit longer than stock and there is a large 
diameter, high volume main chamber 
(about four inches across) with sharper 
angled cones. The pipe incorporates an 
integral silencer of Hoover’s own design. 
It is a perforated wall (rather than 
louvered) type with spun fiberglass 
innards and cannot be blown off, out, 
or away. He also adds a reinforcing tab 
along the silencer weld to inhibit 











vibration cracking. The Clean Sweep is 
quieter to the ear than a stock pipe with 
silencer attached, and that’s good for 
quite a few points. The pipe tucks in 
very neatly without reducing ground 
clearance, 

When installed on a 400 CZ, the pipe

power with no bogging or sudden pipey-ness. It's all “right there.” 


has the same effect as on a 250 but it’s 
more noticeable since so much more 
horsepower is made tractable. It could 
really make a big CZ into a nice 
trailbike, with lowered gearing, albeit a 
trifle costly. 

For a racer, it means a steady, even 
power flow. You can leave it in a lower 
gear up to the start hill so you don’t 
loose any edge in your shift. The pipe 
lets you rev higher without flattening 
out. Power builds along with RPM way 
beyond what is expected. After a while, 
yow can stop worrying over shifting, 
power band, etc. and concentrate on 
riding the course. 

The expansion chamber is probably 
the one single biggest item in affecting 
two-stroke engine performance, 
assuming the rest of the mill is at least 
reasonable and Jim Hoover’s pipe, 
originally designed to make his own 
bikes go better, is a definite 
improvement. He has spent a lot of time 
getting it right. 

Whether it’s the best is largely 
immaterial to any body who has ridden 
a CZ with one attached. It’s good 
enough so that you don’t think to 
wonder about it. It makes riding a 
powerful motocross machine easier, 
more fun, and allows you to go quicker. 
The powerband takes care of itself. The 
pipe is $54.95, admittedly an 
investment in increased performance, 
and Tri-Suz of Pomona is marketing 
them.

PARKER, ARIZ., Oct. 7, 1972 — “I 
didn’t know how big a lead I had,” 
Larry Pfutzenreuter said at the finish 
line. “I looked back and all I could see 
was this big roostertail of wet sand.” 

One thousand-plus riders, all sick and 
nervous, lined up at Ludlow, California 
for the 22nd Annual Check Chase. 
Checkers evidently had big bikes in 
mind when they chose the starting area. 
The bomb run was soft and slightly up 
hill and you could get 100 MPH, if you 
had the horsepower. 

The banner dropped, the ground 
shook, and everything disappeared in a 
cloud of dust as the racers charged 
toward Parker. 

At gas check one, the pit crews, 
nervously waiting for their riders, were 
craning their necks at the approaching 
cloud of dust. 

“Who is it?” they asked each other. 

“Can’t tell. Light shirt, maybe white 
or yellow.” Tension mounted. “No, I 
can’t see what color his helmet is.” 

“Wow, it’s Larry!” came the shouts 
as the Sled Riders’ pit crew recognized 
Pfutzenreuter hard-charging at them. 

At the bomb, Larry was running 
about 15th or 20th but, shortly after 
the bomb, the course ran down a road 
and in the blinding dust, Larry began to 
pick off the riders ahead of him. 

Then the course dropped into a 
cobby arroyo and wiley Larry saw a 
spot of lime off to his right. He picked 
the faster, smoother line, passing the 
rest of the people who were ahead of 
him. 


As Gene Cannady pulled into the 
pits, Larry was leaving. But the course 
was nice, flat desert and Cannady dialed 
the power to the prototype Honda and 
had begun closing the gap when Larry 
ducked into the tunnel under the 
railroad track. 
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Doing a wheelie out ot the aqueduct. 


“I had my helmet on the tank,” 
Larry said, “and my head was still 
bumping along the top of the tunnel.” 
He killed his engine and Cannady sat 
behind him and waited while Larry 
kicked the Bultaco back to life. 

Again he killed the engine, and 
Cannady must have been wishing that 
tunnel was just a couple of feet wide as 
here was his chance to get by and take 
the lead, but he tunnel just had room 
for one bike at a time and again Gene 
waited while Larry kicked. 

Emerging from the first tunnel, Larry 
dashed for the second and ducked into 
it before Cannady had a chance to take 
advantage of his horsepower, 

But, after the tunnel, it was flat 
desert and the Honda, which looked like 
an XL 250 but was the 350 prototype 
single. for Baja carrying Gene’s Open 
Expert number plate, out horsepowered 
the Bultaco and Cannady moved into 
the lead. 

The Honda seemed to be a good 
handler, going, straight and smooth, 
although that is also the way Cannady 
rides. 

Riders said the sand dunes were 
really fun if you had the ponies to pull 
it. Just pretty, clean, sand to sail over. 

Cannady increased his lead to about 
a mile and Pfutz was running out of gas, 
but luckily there were some people 
parked beside the road and Larry 
stopped and bummed some gas. 
Another three or four minutes were lost 
as Larry waited for them to get the gas 
out and splash some into the tank. (Not 


‘nearly as much time lost as would have 


been had those good people not been 
there.) 

Now, Cannady had a terrific lead. 
The samaritans told Larry that gas 
check was 13 miles straight down the 
road, and he took off again. Several 
minutes later, Cannady came back, 
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first ‘Hvywt. Expert dog. Right vos? of John McCowan. 


waving to Pfutz that the course wasn’t 
that way. 

“I smiled to myself and tucked down 
on the tank,” Larry said. “I knew I was 
going the right way.” 

And everybody except Bill Friant 
followed Cannady for five miles back 
the way they had come. Friant (Puc) 
was too near out of gas’ to change his 
mind about direction at this point. It 
was do or dic. If the gas pits weren't 
pretty close he was going to be out of 
gas anywway. Just short of the Victor’s 
pit, Bill did run out of gas but he was 
close to help. 

It had rained hard Friday night and 
between gas checks two and three it was 
flat open desert with great traction and 
no dust. Racers exchanged dust for 
super-slippery mud between three and 
the finish line. 

After gas check two, the riders 
jumped off the ramp and into the 
drainage ditch running under Highway 
62 near Rice, California. Pfutzenreuter 
had lost a lens out of his goggles earlier 
while trying to relieve pressure on his 
glasses, and one of the Checkers went 
into his truck and brought out his spare 
pair. 

Larry put them on, jumped down the 
ramp and fought his way through the 
ditch and up the bank on the other side. 
The spectators waited. And waited. And 
waited. 

Eight minutes. slowly ticked by 
and...“Hey, that’s Tom Smith,” second 
overall and first Open Expert on a 360 
Yamaha, coming out the end of the 
underpass. Bill Friant was second 
coming into the check, but Tom got by 
him and beat him through the underpass 
and back onto the desert. 

Next came the very well known 
Larry Bergquist (Bul), Gene Cannady 
(Hon) and Gene Smith (Tri). The order 
eludes me now, but also running in the 


top few were Howard Utsey (Hus) and 
Doug Winchell (Bul), the Invader who 
wears those shocking pink leathers. 
Also, an Invader was: first Amateur: 
Dave Cheney (Yam). Floyd Burke, Jr. 
(Kaw) and Tom Schmid (Yam) came 
through followed by Bob Johnson (Hus) 
who stopped to ask who was leading the 
race, and by second Amateur Larry 
Wilson (CZ). 

I don’t know how he did it on a 
course that required so much 
horsepower, but Mitch Mayes was right 
up there on his little bitty screamer, the 
Harley Baja. 

Spectators at desert races are usually 
a quiet lot, but this is Check Chase and 
the man who wins it deserves 
recognition. At Parker, Arizona several 
hundred fans stood up and clapped as 
Larry Pfutzenreuter steered his 
mud-covered 250 Bultaco down the 
chute and into the winner’s circle. 

Cameras snapped as the crowd 
gathered around the grinning Larry. 
And twelve and one-half agonizing 
minutes passed while expectant fans 
waited to see who would take second 
place. 

So. Cal’s quite, shy Tom Smith had 
doggedly held onto his second place. He 
crossed the finish line, grinning shyly at 
fans and photographers, got hugged and 
kissed by his extremely pleased (and 
pretty) wife and got beat on the back 
by fellow club members and friends. 
Then he quietly slipped away. 

Rubberman Bill Friant (so called 
because he crashes so often and still 
manages to finish enough to be number 
one in his class points standings) had 
come 170 miles without a single get-off. 
He waited until he was in full view of 
300 spectators at the finish line and did 
a spectacular endo. The Puch spit him 
off and proceeded to whap him in the 
back hard enough to crack his helmet. 











Rubberman simply picked up the 
Puch, kicked it over and rode grinning 
across the finish line, third overall and 
first Division II Lightweight Expert. 

Larry Bergquist declares he has been 
riding 20 years. I suppose he must have 
started when he was awfully young, 
because he doesn’t look old. And he 
doesn’t ride like he is very old, either. 
You really couldn’t tell much what he 
looked like-when he crossed the finish 
line as he had ridden all the way 
without a front fender and he and his 
Bultaco were simply covered with mud. 
You could see the pleased grin, though. 
Larry couldn’t help smiling about being 
fourth overall and second 250 Expert. 

You know what they went through 
to get there, so let me just name a few 
of the heroes for you: Howard Utsey 
(Hus) a strong, consistent finisher got 
fifth overall and second Open Expert. 
Gene Smith, who had been favored by a 
lot of people to win this one, did take 
first. tractor bringing his Rickman 
Triumph in for sixth overall and third 
Open Expert. 

Cactus Cats and Kawasaki cheered 
for Floyd Burk, Jr. at seventh overall 
and third 250 Expert. Dave Cheney 
(Yam) was first Amateur and first 250 
Amateur. A hard ride and a good one 
for Dave. 

Larry Wilson, who has taken three 
years to transfer from Novice to 
Amateur, made his second Amateur ride 
today and golly-bum if he didn’t drag 
that CZ in for second Amateur and first 
Open Amateur! Nice goin’ Larry. 

Right behind Larry was fellow Sled 
Rider Bob Johnson (Hus). Bob doesn’t

ride much but today he rode much and 
hard to pull off fourth Open Expert at 
11th overall. 

Mitch Mayes had to have that 
throttle against the stops all the way to 
finish 12th overall. The Baja is a little 
bike. Congratulations, Mitch on first 
Trail Expert. A fantastic ride. A rider 
really has to work hard on a 100cc 
machine; it just doesn’t have the 
horsepower to go over some of the 
terrain the big bikes pull with ease. 

All 386 finishers really deserve to 
have something said about them, It was 
a fantastic thing you all did today. You 
pitted your wits, skill, “strength, 
endurance and guts against Checkers 
M.C., the desert and 1000 other men 
and you pulled it off. You finished. 

That im: itself. is -a great 
accomplishment and you can be 
justifiably proud of yourselves. I wish I 
had room to print the story of the ride 
each of you had. But that is desert 
racing. It is a personal thing and mostly 
you ride alone. No spectators are there 
to see you save it when you should have 
had the worst get-off in the world. And 
nobody to see your courage as you pick 
yourself and your bike up out of the 
dirt, grit your teeth and coninue. But, 
by God, when you finish; you know 
that you have done something!’ And 
ain’t nobody can take that away from 
you. 

Let’s hit the high spots. 

Dean Modesett (DKW) had his first 
125 Amateur ride today. He beat his 
own dad, the district steward and all but 
twenty-five of the other riders to come 
in 26th overall, second Div. II 
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On the line. A formidable collection of desert Experts. Bergquist (back to camera) turned 20 years riding 


Lightweight and first Amateur in that 
class. Ron Hall just isn’t going to let him 
stay Amateur for long. 

Also in the top group were: Cordis 
Brooks at 22nd overall (Hod), who had 
stopped at least five thousand times to 
tie the seat back on his bike and still 
was second Trail Expert. Larry Roeseler 
(Baj) who crashed near the start and 
says there must have been forty people 
in the pile and he thought he never 
would get dug out but finished third 
Trail Expert at 24th overall, and Bruce 
Ogilvie (Baj) who got to Parker 27th 
overall and fourth Trail Expert. 

Mike Johnson (Yam) of the Rim 
Runners hasn’t been around the desert 
much lately. He rode some motocross 
and helped out his dad at Rawhide Park 
(He actually helped lay it out.) but now 
he is back at the desert, and any Novice 
who can come to Check Chase and 
finish first Novice and first 250 Novice 
at 75th overall in a race of this 
magnitude won’t be unknown for long. 

The second Novice was also on a 250 
Yamaha. P. Grove of San Gabriel Valley 
M.C. at 85th overall, just ahead of D. 
Butterfield, who was first Open Novice 
on a 400 Husky. At 89th overall came 
L. Rodgers on a 360 Yamaha for fourth 
Novice and second Open Novice. 

One D. Brown (DKW) was first Div. 
II Novice, 20th Novice overall and 129 
in finishing order. Great ride. 

Not a bad day for the DeeKays as 
Jim Szymanski rode his DKW to the 
second place Div. II lightweight Novice 
position. 

Trail Novices often are only required 
to go one loop, or 35 to 40 miles in a 
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experience into a very respective overall. 


desert race. Sometimes they have to 
both loops. Check Chase asked 170 
miles of them and T. Bowman had it. 
His Hodaka was the fastest in the Trail 
Novice class. He worked super hard to 
win that honor and he finished at 172 
overall. 

You gotta be tough to finish this 
race, right? You gotta be strong. Right! 
You gotta be a real man. Wrong. Sandy 
Termin (Yam), a really cute girl who 
can’t weight over 100 pounds with her 
riding boots and helmet on, finished at 
183 overall. All you can say about that 
Is "Wow", Nice goin’ Sandy. It was a 
long, tough race. 

And down the list at 284 overall was 
Lynn Wilson (Yes, she sure is a girl.) on 
her Baja, looking tired and happy. I 
understand Lynn was one of only about 
four girls who signed up. 

. Another was a Ms. L. Watson (Yam) 
of OCMC. She was first girl Novice. 

Kookie (Hus) won a trophy for being 
first dog today. He finished a 150 
overall. Oh, yeah. His passenger, John 
McCowan finished, too. It really 
wouldn’t be a desert race without those 
two characters. 

Sidehacks. Eleven of them started. 
357th overall R.J. Whitney (BSA) and 
passenger R. Jones finished. Simply 
amazing! and at 386 overall D. Davis 
(Hon) and F. Acevedo finished in 
official last place.

to believe that his brief stop caused 


that problem, 

While I recognize the difficulty in 
accurately reporting an event of this 
scope, and the eventual necessity torely 
on second hand information, there are 
several points in Schneiders’ story that 
I must challenge, 

It’s rather unclear what he means 
by ‘‘.,.the performance of our team as a 
whole was disappointing to many of 
those who were most concerned with 
the trial.’’ Perhaps for those who as- 
sumed we would better lastyear’s fourth 
place (in a comparatively easy trial) 
it was disappointing. But the Six Days 
was far more difficult this year, and 
the U.S, Trophy Team riders deserve 
considerable respect for their perfor- 
mance against the hyper-specialized eq- 
uipment and riders from Czechoslovakia 
and Germany. As Schneiders mentions, 
they were awarded the Watling Trophy 
for outstanding effort. 

As for the ‘‘good breaks”’ the U.S, had, 
the Czechs and EastGermans both losing 
a top man before the event, one need only 
look to the results to see how those ‘‘bad 
breaks” affected the two top teams, 
There is some truth in Schneiders’ 
statement that the U.S. riders are notso 
experienced as the top Europeans, This 
has to be taken for granted, it’s a fact, 


~ But all of the U.S. Trophy Team were 


still on golds at the beginning of the 
sixth day, so it’s obviously in an area 
other than trials ability where we are 
deficient, It’s called motocross, 

While it is true that Burleson, and 
Cannady as well, accumulated bonus 
points on the sound test, most of the U.S, 
points were loston the motocross course, 
This might surprise those who know 
something of the individual motocross 
talents within the trophy team, But-the 
Czech motocross course was quite dif- 
ferent from what any American rider is 
accustomed to, It looked deceptively 
simple upon casual observation;-no huge 
jumps, mudholes or hillclimbs, But it 
had the one feature familiar to Europeans 
and alien to Americans; Off-camberness, 
The whole circuit was built on a sloping, 
grass covered hillside and it played hell 
with the confidence of the American ri- 
ders, Early spills by many riders re- 
sulted in them becoming overcautious, 
and by the time they really started to 
get the track wired in it was too late, 
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One gains some perspective on the na- 
ture of this disadvantage by counting the 
number of Americans who have finished 
near the top in international motocross 
competition. k 

Beyond that, we must offer a good 
measure of praise to the Americans who 
put forth their very best this year; to 
Carl Cranke for virtually rebuilding a 
sour machine before the event; to Gene 
Cannady for his outstanding perfor- 
mance; to the entire Trophy Team for 
genuine tenacity in the face of odds 
stacked overwhelmingly against them; 
to John Penton for coming. closer than 
anyone has in fielding a team poten- 
tially capable of challenging the Euro- 
peans, And, more important, for not 
accepting the challenge on their terms, 
Penton is not into buying high-priced 
professional riders, or equipping them 
with exotic machinery tailored to win 
one particular event, He has assembled 
(and, in some cases, sired) a group of 
young, enthusiastic riders to face off 
with the big guys. And in two years the 
upstarts have given the big guys some- 
thing to think about. And you can be sure 
that between now and October ’73 they’ll 
be giving it a lot of thought, 


Oh, one last exception to Schneiders’ 
closing comment that the U.S, has near- 
ly reached the European level of sophis- 
ticated cheating. Hogwash. That this 
allegation is unsubstantiated seems hol- 
low enough, but to make this charge 
without. exploring the problem in more 
detail is just unfair, The organizers make 
it so easy to cheat that it becomes 
almost mandatory. It is indeed blatant, 
and thus mocks the alleged amateur/ 
sportsman nature of the event. They have 
constructed it in this fashion, and you 
play by the rules (which in this case 
means outside the written rules) or 
you’ve lost from the start, But to say 
that American cheating compares with 
that encountered over there is simply 
erroneous, I was there. I rode quite a 
bit of the trail (one guy wearing a clean 
Barbour suit and carrying a helmet 
stepped out of the trees, looked at me, 
and casually went back to, his hiding 
place), and I peeked down some of the 
blind alleys in the little villages. Thus 
I can report that as cheaters we have a 
long way to go, Let’s hope wenever make 
it.

OAKLAND, CAL., Oct. 7, 1972 — 
Indoor motorcycle racing hit its hiatus 
tonight with its first ever National, 
dubbed the American Indoor 
Championship, and some new racers hit 
the big time in the money department. 

Rick Hocking slashed his way to the 
fore in the 20 lap Main with a rollicking, 
socking, crashing, bashing hole-shot off 
starter, Hoy Odom’s green flag. The 
fight for the big bucks seemingly ended 
on the first start which left John Gennai 
and Dave Aldana lying on the polished 
concrete. The subsequent restart was all 
Hocking’s as was the entire 20 lapper 
and the $1200 he won, plus points 
toward the overall highpoint dough. 

The AMA had ordered qualifying 
heats for all indoor events of this 
nature, but many racers expressed a 
distinct desire for qualifying under the 
clocks, and referee Walt Masterson 
decided to comply. 

The eight heats of, 10 riders each 
showed that, indeed, Hocking, Gennai, 
Hadsen and Hernandez were the boys to 
beat. The likes of Daryl Hurst, Gary 
Bailey, and other easterners couldn’t 
force the line and had to watch most of 
the action as Novices led the way. All 
except for Hansen and Aldana. 

The money started to flow in the 
three Semis with Gennai winning the 
first easily as did Hocking and Hansen in 
the following ones. 

This led to Hocking having the pole 
in the Main by virtue of a two second 
faster time on his Doug Schwerma 
Yamaha with Gennai a second faster 
than Hansen’s Cycle Import Suzuki 
time. 

The first start on the 20 lap Main was 
a real basher with Gennai taking a one 
foot edge into the first turn only to be 





laid out flat by Hocking with Aldana 
crashing also, Aldana needed sometime 
to fix a crimped compression release 
cable on Bob Clesson’s Ossa but 
managed a restart that turned into the 
big battle of the night. 

The restart went to Hocking, and it 
was his Main event from A to Z while 
second spot was ùp for grabs 
throughout. The crowds of over. 5,000 
was ready for a good old fashioned 
knock-down, drag-out and they got it. 

Gennai led the pack from second 
back into the first turn and while 
Hocking had the front to himself, 
Hansen wanted up front too, and under 
no uncertain terms. On lap three he 
banged Gennai hard enough so that the 
Ascot Novice movedover, Aldana wasn’t 
to be counted out yet, either. Second 
position changed hands often, but the 
checker held Hansen in front of Aldana 
and Gennai while Steven Foster beat 
out Jim Foley for fifth. 

Meanwhile, Hocking was slapping 
through the pack easily and counting 
the loot. Easterners, beware, this 
Hocking kid is tough. 

A shining light was held high for 
Yamaha silver cup winner Steve 
Hernandez as the ET Cycles Ossa Riders 
hold shooted his way to a neat Trophy 
Dash win and the lucious dolly at the 
end made it seem like a Madison Square 
Garden win. 

On the overall, the American Indoor 
Championships has a lot to live up to, 
but this frantic first effort does show 
that the potential is great and by the 
middle of next February when the Cow 
Palace holds the last of the Indoor 
Nationals, another breed of 
motorcycling may take its place in 
history.

really has to work.” 

“I dont like being an outcast 
because I’m doing something dangerous. 
People think that there is something 
wrong because you do something 
dangerous. I don’t want to die. I 
couldn’t race again if I got killed.”

The National season is over. A long 
one that started back in January and 
came to a close in early October. Now it

As I recall, a couple 
of years ago there were voices saying 
that if purses were raised and 
long-standing, low-paying Nationals 
elimmated then the entire National 
picture would darken. Well, purses have 
been increased, not enough, but 
increased and some long-time tracks 
have been cut. Yet, there are still mote 
and more requests each year. 

The AMA is the only organization 
involved in professional racing that 
considers itself in the major category 
that still is ruled by a democratic 
system. History dictates that no 
successful racing organization continues 
unless it is under the guidance of a few 
knowledgeable people. 

To many in the AMA ranks, the 
purses now being paid appear to be the 
end of the rainbow andà pot of gold at 
each finish line. This is not the opinion, 
generally, of the riders that race for the 
money. The purses are perhaps on par 
with what they should have been six to 
ten years ago. Playing catch-up when it 
is all uphill has proven to be a long 
tiring battle. Many riders cannot afford 
to stay around long enough to make 
their time and efforts profitable. 

A long-standing problem is that every 
rider, regardless of class, wants a piece 
of the pot. The more the better. Take 
any AMA purse today, National or 
otherwise, and split it three ways and 
nobody goes home with enough to 
make it worthwhile until the next race. 

The Ontario winner left the track 


with over $30,000, but more than half 
of it was contingency money. The rider 
that finished tenth got $500. 

The five hundred might look like a 
pile to the rider that races for trophies 
every Sunday or the hundreds of 
motocross riders that stand in line to 
sign up every week for a couple of 
hundred bucks, but in neither type of 
racing are they demanding a good dollar 
just to get in and watch. In some cases 
they are, but the sign-up lines get longer 
instead of shorter. 

Proven riders, no matter how fast or 
slow they go, tend to become 
recognized and eventually obtain 
winning equipment. But to be paid for 
it from the start is an anchor that is 
dragging down the riders that have made 
the grade. 

There will never be enough good 
equipment and mechanics to go to every 
rider that thinks he is a winner. 
Professional cycle racing and especially 
National events are at the crossroads. 
They either will continue to be a 
“holiday” for every guy with a license 
that can drag two wheels to a major 
event or it will become a major league 
aspect of racing where there are 
qualifications that have to be met in 
order to ride. 

One event that has established 
qualifications is coming up on Sunday, 
October 22. Its the annual “Race of 
Champions” on the San Jose Half-mile. 
The event has a history that dates back 
four or five years. 

It started in Louisville, Ky. and was 
first won by a guy who had never won a 
Half-mile race. The next year, it was 
again won by a rider who is not a 
household name from coast to coast. 

The promoters were getting upset as 
the race was televised each year and 
each year the few stars that were on 
hand were getting defeated by 


unknowns. Last year found the race 
being moved to San Jose because the 
promotion suddenly realized that West 
Coast riders were winning anywhere 
from 90 to 100% of the National 
Half-miles and Mile events each year and 
they weren’t willing to pack up and go 
to Kentucky for travel money and a 
title. 

So the race was moved west last year. 
The various winners of the National 
Half-miles and Miles were invited and on 
hand. But the event continued to be a 
“come one-come all” affair and as 
everybody knows by now, anytime you 
open the door in California to all of the 
Experts there is bound to be surprises. 

And there was a surprise. At the start 
of the race, a non-National winning 
rider shot to the front and led all the 
way to the finish. It gets sticky on 
television when you interview a guy 
who says he has never won a big race 
before. TV is supposed to be the 
ultimate and only show the best. 

This year’s version will be a first in 
racing, both cycles and cars. The San 
Jose “Race of Champions” will be just 
that. Eight riders won Half-Mile and 
Mile track titles this year and they will 
line up in a separate race to decide who 
is, based on previous: oval Nationals 
only, the best flat track rider this 
season. 

There will be a separate program for 
all of the Juniors and Experts to go 
along with the “Race of Champions” 
that, for the first time, is what it says it 
is. It’s a first for cycles and the car 
people are missing a bet by not coming 
up with the same idea in the future. 

The idea of a one row equal start for 
all with proven talent in the event has 
merit. It will be shown “live” on 
television for the first time by a 
syndicated television company. It will 
not have to wait and be shown weeks 


later when everybody knows the results. 

But it will only be shown in selected 
cities that contact the AMA and arrange 
with the TV people and their local TV 
stations. If you don’t see it in person on 
the 22nd or if you can’t get it on your 
local tube, then read all about it in 
Cycle News. local tube, then read all 
about it in Cycle News. 

The riders eligible this year are: Mark 
Brelsford, Gary Scott, Gene Romero, 
Jim Rice, Dick Mann, Mert Lawwill, 
Chuck Palmgren and the only 
non-Californian, Canadian Dave Sehl. 
For brand lovers, that covers BSA, 
Harley-Davidson, Triumph and Yamaha. 
It’s a ‘bench racing topic until the 
afternoon of October 22nd. 

We get the word that the whole show 
will start earlier than usual up there due 
to the various time zones and the fact 
that easterners do not like to eat dinner 
and watch TV at the same time. If you 
plan on attending, leave a little early 
this time. 

For the form sheet, Romero won the 
Halfanile National at San Jose in July 
and Rice won the Mile in May. Rice 
returned and won the most recent 
Half-mile, a non-National, in September. 
PI go out on a limb and predict that 
neither Romero or Rice will win this 
one. 

The regular. final for the 
non-National winners will be worth the 
trip and I hope they can get it on the 
tube. Guys like Kenny Roberts, Cal 
Rayborn, John Hateley, Tom 
Rockwood, Mark Williams and Dave 
Aldana will be in there trying. 

And there is one more. Terry Dorsch, 
the rider that won the “Race of 
Champions” last year but has still not 
won a National race, will have to try 
and beat a host of champions in 
anybody’s book. They just didn’t win 
the right races this past season.

“My biggest break was getting kicked 
off the grid at Pocono last year because 
I didn’t have enough tread on my front 
tire. I was pretty hostile at the time, but 
I realize now that if I’d won, and I 
probably would have, that I’d be an 
Expert this year.”

EL TORO, CAL., Oct. 8, 1972 — Steve 
McLaughlin and Reg _ Pridmore 
continued their summer-long duel into 
the fall months today at Orange County 
International Raceway. In the end all 
the spoils belonged to McLaughlin (all 

$10 or $15), but only in the end. 

McLaughlin edged Pridmore (BMW) 
in the heat to put his Action Fours 750 
Honda on the pole position for the 
Open GP event with Pridmore just next 
spot over. Reg gets phenomenal starts 
on his BMW and rocketed into the lead, 
with Art Friedman, on the Action Fours 
Honda 500 right on his tail. They were 
closely followed by George Miller 
(Yam 350) and McLaughlin. Steve 
moved quickly past Miller and Friedman 
and then past. Pridmore. Even after 250 
miles at Ontario the Action 750 still 
goes like a rocket. Meanwhile Miller 
moved by Friedman and stretched out a 
comfortable distance, and soon after 
that Dave Burchards on another Honda 
750 moved by into fourth. Pridmore 
pursued McLaughlin, pushing very hard, 
but eventually braked a little too late 
and had to make use of an additional 
section of drag strip. 

In the Super-Street and Thumper 
class Reg and Steve lined up again, this 
time with Pridmore on the Butler and 
Smith production BMW and McLaughlin 
on the Action Fours 500. When the flag 
fell the duo leaped away from the rest 
of the pack and fought wheel to wheel 
all the way to the checkers. At the 
finish it was McLaughlin by a wheel. 
Third man over the line was Kevin 
Burke on his Kawasaki 500 stocker. 

The 350-500 Open Production race 
saw things go a little more Pridmore’s 
way as Reg walked away with the 
‘production class. A fair distance back 
was a pack full of 350s, 500s and 750s 
exchanging positions in~ a frantic 
manner. Kevin Burke (Kaw) was the

500 winner with Brian Duran (Kaw) in 
sight but never quite able to E e 
distance. Rod Murufas (Yam) was the 
350 leader for most of the race, but a 
late charge by Bob Crossman (Yam) 
brought him into the pack and past 
Murufus for a well earned 350 win. 

Bob also took home the brass in the 
250 production class but on a Suzuki. 
Fred Walti (Yam) broke out to an early 

_ lead but a seizure in the tower turn put 
him down and out. Bob was followed, 
but not closely by David James (Suz) 
and Tom Sullwood (Kaw). Back there in 
sixth was a 250 Honda, XL 250, 21 inch 
front wheel and all. Bruce Hammer 
(Suz) was the 200 winner. And in the 
125 Mike Baeder (Yam) was not only 
winner in class, but took fourth overall, 
in front of lots of 250s. 

Rudy Renosa and Mike Slaughter 
jumped away in the 100-125-200 GP on 
their 125 Yamahas. Rudy just kept right 
on flying, with Mike in sight but not 
much more, That gives Mike an 
indomitable number of seconds and 
also a death grip on the 125 points lead. 

The 250 GP event was one of the 
most exciting events of the day with a 
race-long battle between Mike Clarke 
(Yam) and Phil Pascoe (Yam). They 
were never more than two bike lengths 
apart for the entire race. Clarke was 
fearless, sliding the rear wheel exiting 
turn one. He did wild things but never 
slipped and was first to the flag. 

The Sidecar event was a fine victory 
for Pridmore. Pridmore and Greene on a 
Norton rig dogged the Hummer and 
Gulbrandson (HD) duo for many laps, 
following just inches. When the time 
was right Pridmore slipped neatly inside 
into turn one and let the Harley do the 
following for awhile. 
Hummer/Gulbrandson persued 
frantically and became a little over 
involved, making an excursion into tum 
six’s hay bales. McNeil and Crabb on the 
Kolbe Honda were not far behind an 
inherited second. 

Everybody passed their money down 
the rows to Steve: McLaughlin for the 
Hooligan race, just to avoid unnecessary 
middle men. Steve again on the Super 
Action Fours 750 didn’t let anyone 
down and took the win. 

A bump start was used in the 
Hooligan race which provided a bit of 
variety for the spectators and also made 
things a little safer by reducing. the 
number of machines that piled into the 
first turn. Seems like a good idea that 
should be used more often. 


Vacaville 250 Mile Production 
Race

VACAVILLE, CAL., Sept.'24, 1972 — 
The new 903cc Kawasaki was victorious 
in its racing debut here. In the capable 
hands of Paul Smart and his Team 
Hansen tuner, Hurley Wilvert — a road 
racer of some considerable note himself, 
the machine pulled out a lead of two 
laps over the nearest competition, a 
Honda 500 ridden by John Green and 
Mike Lewis. 

In the early stages of the race, Smart 
hung around to play with some of the 
slower machines while a 750 Kawasaki 
ridden by George Miller scooted ahead 
for a while. Smart played with Bob 
Endicott aboard a Honda shared with 
James Dunham until the Honda broke. 
The 900 Kawasaki was equipped with 
high bars as was the other one entered 
in the race. A second 900 was ridden by 
Bryon Farnsworth, the man in charge of 
developing the machine in America. It 
was he that persuaded Smart to ride 
here. The Farnsworth/Shetler machine 
finished eighth overall. 

The third place machine was a Honda 
350 ridden by the team of Spurlock and 
Gansburger which was five laps down on 
the second place machine. The 
Cordero/Miller Kawasaki 750 was 
fourth overall ahead of the second 350, 
a Yamaha piloted by Simon and 
Kopering. The Marandino/Paloheimo 
Norton Commando production racer 
ran the next most laps placing ahead of 
the Harvallopa/Senell Kawasaki 500 
which was second in its class. 

After the race the Kawasaki 900’s 
were protested because it was believed 
that there were not 50 of them in 
private hands as the rules require. 
However, Farnsworth has submitted 


proof that 50 of them have reached 
dealers in the southeastern U.S. For this 
reason the protest will probably not be 
upheld.

Last year Takashi Kasori had a 
wanderlust, a new motorcycle and 
$1,107. He overcame staggering odds 
and endured monumental discomforts 
to parlay the dream, the bike and the 
limited funds into a 13-month, 
two-wheeled solo adventure around the 
world, returning to his Tokyo home in 
September. 

Kasori, 25, battled tsetse flies and 
fever in Africa, pushed his bike across 
the Sudan desert in 120 degree heat, 
crashed in Afghanistan, and rode from 
Alaska to Key West through all 50 of 
the United States (Hawaii on the way 
home). 

In some primitive areas of Africa his 
life literally was to depend upon his 
bike. Knowing this, Kasori selected a 


Suzuki TS-250. It is, he said, very 
dependable and lends itself to easy 
repairs, because of the mechanical 


simplicity of its two-cycle engine. 

He sought out the most difficult 
places in the world to ride. “I spent 38 
days crossing the Sudan Desert,” he 
said. “The sand was so soft that I 
pushed much of the time and could 
only go about 25 miles a day. And the 
temperature was always above 120 
degrees much hotter than the 
Sahara.” 

In Central Africa he had some of his 
most fearful adventures. “There were no 
roads, just trails a couple of meters 
wide, and lots of wild game. Three 
elephants jumped up out of tall grass 
alongside me and I nearly fainted. They 
ran the other way.” “Also, the tsetse 
flies attacked my face. The villagers said 
I would die of sleeping sickness. For three 
days I had a high fever and could not 
move. Then I recovered and could 
travel.” 

In the sough of Algeria he drank 





Camel’s milk as a steady diet, broken 
with mutton a couple of times a week. 
“That is all the shepherds live on,” he 
said, “and they are very strong. They 
walk on the Sahara without shoes. I 
tried it and could stand it only about 10 
seconds.” 

Perhaps the most incredible part of 
the journey was Kasori’s food budget — 
only 20 to 30 cents a day, even in the 
United States. How did he manage? “In 
Africa the villagers often shared their 
food with me, even though they are 
very poor. In the United States I bought 
bread, onions and carrots. | made onion 
sandwiches with raw carrots for 
dessert.” 

Out of Africa and into Europe, he 
stopped in England for two months, 
working as a motorcycle mechanic to 
earn passage to Canada. Then it was 


across Canada, down through the 
western U.S., up to Alaska (where 
continuous rains provided miserable 


camping and riding) and back south for 
a tour of all 48 states. He wanted to 
journey into the Northwest Territory 
and live with Eskimos but ran short of 
money. 

Total trip was 49,000.bike miles, of 
which 32,000 miles were on the original 
bike. At U.S. Suzuki in California he 
was loaned another motorcycle for his 
17,000-mile U.S. and Alaska tour. (His 
TS-250, although somewhat 
travel-weary, was and is mechanically 
sound, but Suzuki borrowed it for 
display purposes.) 

Why did he do it? Smiling, he said, 
“Tt was the call of the-desert — and the 
north, south, east and west.” 

Now his plan is to work in Tokyo, 
save his money and next year take off 
for Australia with a side trip through 
Africa.

Long distance biking is a highly 
personal heavy thing. You are isolated 
from everything except the machine, 
the road, and traffic. There is no radio 
to distract you and channel 
thoughts. You have to depend entirely 
upon yourself. Many- things passed 
through my head; always though, my 
attention had to be brought back to the 
machine and keeping my speed up. 


As soon as I was rolling, all my fears 
disappeared and the emotional drive 
that I needed to do it came to me. I was 
psyched. My doubts, tension, and 
exhaustion were dispelled. 

Coming through San Diego, I blew 
past everything on the road except for 
one Mustang who seemed to feel 
challenged and who ran along with me 
all the way ~to Carlsbad. We went 


Just the thing for cruising the interestates at 100 mph at night. 


The day preceeding take-off George 
dropped off the bike and the schedule. 
The 80 mph sections were expected but 
the thought of 90 mph bits twisted my 
guts. What do you say to a cop? Then I 
rode the machine. I’m a road racer, you 
see, and my cornering style requires that 
I hang off. Ever try to hang off with 


saddlebags? 
The machine agreed with me 
otherwise. The reason they chose a 


Kawasaki 750 was because the people 
involved wanted to make a statement 
about two stroke gas mileage. The 750 
Kaw is supposed to be the worst and 
they wanted to show that it could get 
the mileage necessary for this kind of 
madness. 

An extra tank was fitted to the rear 


of the machine which added three 
gallons to the capacity. George 
estimated that it would get over 40 


miles per gallon. I didn’t say anything 
but I noted the 30 MPG would reduce 
the range to 210 miles. The gas stops 
that had been arranged with Union Oil 
(76 stations) would required 250 miles 
at least. 

The dual disc was appreciated as 
were the long distance Metzeler tires. 
The engine was supposed to be very 
reliable and I couldn't decide if I 
preferred that over the alternative of 
holing a piston on my way back 
through Los Angeles. 

I was, you see, somewhat less than 
Caper. A veritable reluctant warrior, if 
you will. The last fellow who did this 
managed to have dealings with the 
police on five occasions along his route. 
I can’t afford my insurance the way it 
is. And my back hurts just typing this. 

I had a friend who was killed on 
freeway a while back, too. 

Off to the border I went. After 
several nights without sleep, I left the 
Mexican border at 11 p.m. 

“Myself,” I thought as I accelerated 
away, “I would rather be curled up in a 
nice warm bed with Jody. I really 
would.” For the thousandth time, I 
swore that I would never again get 
involved in Other People’s Adventures. 
Never again will I lose contro! of my 
mouth. Never again, | promise. 

All I had to worry about now was 
cops, drunks, blown tires, falling asleep, 
and keeping the gas on. Oh, yeah, and 
running out of gas. 


through Carlsbad (Carlsbad was the site 
of my first race) and he got off. The 
customs station north of the border was 
open, but they waved me through. A 
CHP car pulled out of the station as | 
went through, but he was going faster 
than I needed to and vanished. 

My lights had been flickering on and 
off-bright and dim, actually — since I 
left, and everytime I ran it up to 90, 
they went out. Since my average speed 
for this section was below that I decided 
to wait and see what would happen. The 
first real trouble came when the 
machine ran out of gas and needed to be 
switched over to the other tank after 
only 84 miles. That meant: that gas 
mileage was way below what we needed. 
Later, I found that the mileage tests 
were made without the saddlebags 
which stick out into the wind a goodly 
ways. 

I slipped quickly and quietly through 
Los Angeles. Through the canyons it 
would get cold and then, warm up again 


as the road rose. Except for the 
flickering’ lights I really liked the 
machine. It had lots of low end and 


handled very well. Despite my lack of 
physical preparation, I was confortable 
the whole way. The smog was bad in 
downtown ,LA and my eyes were 
watering slightly as I left the San 
Fernando Valley. The road seemed to 
empty for a while and I let it go. I was 
running along about 90 when a 
headlight came up on me suddenly. I 
immediately backed off until I saw who 
it was. It was some fellow on a 
Triumph Bonneville gassing it along at 
about 100. I rode with him for a few 
miles until he pulled off. 

After I got out of the valley and into 
the twisty part of I-5, I began to get 
into it. Riding tucked in, using both 
lanes, flashing at all the truckers, and 
generally digging it until the thing went 
on reserve. | wasn’t going to make it to 
the first gas stop. I was ahead of 
schedule here so I wasn’t too worried, 
but the next section was a 90 MPH one 
and I would be hurting there if I had to 
make an extra stop. 

I backed off to save gas until I found 
a station. At least, at the exit before my 
scheduled one, I found one. Believe me, 
I used that dual disc coming off the 
freeway. My plan was to tear into this 
station, put a dollar’s worth in it and go

expecting me and could help me get it 
on the stand and such. But the guys in 
this. station were arguing about capital 
punishment and the gas pump was 
locked. 

They started out to me, but they kept 
pausing because each one to get the last 
word in. It took several minutes for the 
gas pump to get unlocked. Then the guy 
told me to shut my engine off (Still 
being in an argumentative mood, I 
suppose). Instead of arguing, I did so. 
Then I threw the bill at him and 
wheelied away. The other attendant had 
gone over and climbed into his "Dä 
Plymouth wagon which came burning 
out of a dark corner on the lot at me. 
We had a Near Thing. 

Now I knew that gas mileage was 
going to be a problem, If I could 
shorten the stops sufficiently, I 
reasoned, I could make up the 
difference. The guy in the next station 
was fast and helpful, but he wanted to 
talk. I’m afraid I was rather curt. | did it 
in about four minutes. I would have 
made up six minutes there. 

I ran it up to 100 a ways down the 


‘ road and the lights all went out. Only 


this time they didn’t come back on 
when | slowed down. Blink. Blank. So I 
pulled over. The horn didn’t work 
either. I figured that I must have lost a 
fuse and that it had a magneto which 
kept the engine running: 

I pulled the fuse and held it up to the 
lights of oncoming traffic. No, it wasn’t 
blown. I figured, then, that is had to be 
something else. A wire had come loose, 
I decided. Big mistake. After playing 
with the wires in the dark for a very 
long time I decided that the fuse could 
have come detached at one end. Sure 
enough, a new fuse put me back, but I 
lost a lot of time.

For that one, CMC officials 
Stu Peters and Kelvin Franks are 
offering a guaranteed $1200 purse for 
the Experts, broken down evenly for 
the three classes. 

The only stipulation is that you must 
pre-enter by Monday, Nov. 19 to race 
for the bucks. Besides that, everyone 
will be getting some sort of free goodie 
for participating in the final night of 
Lions. But that’s on the future calendar 
and tonight the action continued. 

Charlie Bower (You've heard of him, 
haven’t you?) did his thing again: two 





overall wins on Pentons. He had no 
trouble winning the first two 125 
motos, but had to breathe Steve 
Gerber’s exhaust in the final, while 
moving from fifth to finish second. 
Then, he put a 175 Penton between his 
legs and put it to Joe Johnston all three 
times of the 250 program, If Penton 
ever makes a competitive 500 class 
machine, perhaps Charlie can challenge 
the Tim Hart/Bill Payne “show”...but 
they don’t and he isn’t. Nor is anyone 
else. 

It was a “show” as Mike’s Racing 
Team ran away from everyone including 
eventual third placer, Robert Elliott 
(CZ). These two Maico riders are getting 
so good at putting on a “show” that 
they should be made to join the Screen 
Actors’ Guild. OK, OK. just don’t throw 
tomatoes.

It is interesting to note that the Six 
Days was held in Kroknosse National 
Park and that Czech environmentalists 
are trying their best to see that it never 
happens again. Some things are the same 
the world over. 

Czechoslovakia is a country with 
both significant problems and assets. 
Repression, yes. In some ways, it is 
almost an occupied country. But many 
of the things American polititians had 
been yammering about for years, (but 
not doing anything about) are realities 
in Czechoslovakia. Full employment, 
equitable distribution of wealth, law 
and order, gun control, even a rapid 
transit system. There are few cars, but 
an excellent bus and trolley system. I 
don’t know that I would care to pay the 
price they have paid for these things, 
but it’s extremely interesting to see that 
these goals can be realized. 

Most of our American bunch seemed 
to notice only that much of the country 
seemed drab, that material goods were 
not on a par with American equivalents, 
and that there was much repression. 

John Penton was obviously very 
depressed by Czechoslovakia. He spoke 
of the strain on the riders of having to 
compete in such a repressive society. 
I’m sure that his (and others) depression 
and unease were communicated to the 
riders. 

What does it do to a riders 
psychological outlook when he sees that 
the best competitors in the world (the 
Czechs and the East Germans) come 
from a society that he views as vastly 
inferior to his own? Even if his 
conscious mind refuses to deal with it, 
his unconscious most surely will. 

Incompatible sets of facts are always 
resolved in some fashion. One set of 
facts cannot easily be denied. The 
Czechs and East Germans. have been 
winning for so long now that it would 
be very hard to deny that they are the 
best. The other set of facts, that the 
cultures are vastly inferior, is also hard 
to reject considering the massive 


indoctrination of the past 20 years. 

One resolution could be that winning 
was an indicatiion that our society was 
about to become like theirs, even- that 
winning could bring about a change in 


\ 


the society to something they (the 
riders) would find unappealing. The 
predictable reaction to this would be an 
unconscious drive to lose to “protect” 
our society! 

Three riders that I know of have had 
either greater exposure to other societal 
values or greater education which 
should have the same effect. These were 
Larsson, Berggren, Cannady and 
Lathem. All of them finished well. 
Lathem, treated very shabbily by the 
AMA, had a positive reason to reject at 
least that aspect of American culture 
and he succeeded in spite of very great 
odds. 

Another interesting point: If the 
riders believe that only a cadre of 
super-trained military athletes can 
compete successfully, how do their 
minds react? Since the prospect of 
undergoing that kind of regimentation 
cannot be very appealing, again their 
unconscious minds will ‘supply the 
answer: they must (will)lose. 

Rain is a psychological depressant. 
Several of our riders have told me that 
riding in the rain doesn’t bother them, 
but over three-quarters of the riders 
who dropped our, or had trouble which 
caused them to place lower than they 
should have, were affected on the first 
and last days of the trial. It was raining 
very heavily both days and only on 
those days. The depressing effect of the 
rain could easily combine with the 
depressing effect of the societal 
concepts to provide an overwhelming 
psychological handicap. 

If these hypotheses have any validity 
— and I would not state categorically 
that they do without a lot more study 
by more qualified people than myself — 
then one way to give our teams a better 
chance in the future would be to give 
them a better understanding of the 
places in which they are to compete. 

With better understanding, they 
could resolve conflicts more easily, have 


less psychological tension and be able to 


shut off that little transmitter in the 
back of their heads that keeps repeating 
“You must lose!” 

This, of course, is only one aspect òf 
the psycholical battle in the Six Days: 
Next, we’ll discuss some of the others.

VALENCIA, CAL., Oct. 1, 1972 — The 
victory champagne was uncorked in the 
Revell Speed Shop pits after today’s 
ACE motocross program at Indian 
Dunes Park. Louie Revell had just 
finished rolling three bikes during a day 
of combat on the Shadow Glen course; 
two of them recorded divisional wins... 

Mounted in the saddle of a 
Revell-tuned Maico, Lynn Stokey tallied 
a grand slam to gain the overall sweep 
against a large group of 250 Experts. 
Yamaha rider Johnny Pfeiffer notched 
the other Revell credit, scoring a split 
decision over Kawasaki Grand Prix 
winner Lloyd Joines. 

During the first moto for the 
mid-bore Experts, Mike Keena (Jawa), 
who is usually thought of as a 
top-drawer stretch runner, located gobs 
of racing room along the ragged edges of 
the berms, zipping off to an immediate 
and lengthening lead over Stokey, Ken 
Janson (CZ), Randy Stubbs (Bul), 
Randy Nordyke (CZ) and Bob “Tiger” 
Stephan, who was riding a Bultaco. The 
sliding gang was lapping the track in the 
high 1:40s. 

Stokey, however, was not to be 
denied his day. After locating something 
resembling an overdrive cog, the yellow, 
giant-killing Maico responded to its call 
to action; the rear wheel exploding with 
a shower of dirt, rock and other sundry 
debris... 

By the middle of the second lap, 
Stokey was in front and gaining! It 
appeared to be a mere case of agitated 
throttle. No other running gear in the 
entire affair was within five or six 
horsepower of the malicious Maico.

two, seven-lap heats was by an even 
more awesome advantage than had been 
his first moto triumph.

Tonight was not one which Ken Zahrt 
will remember fondly, as he went 
looking for victory in the 250 and 500 
Expert divisions and came up with only 
one second place finish for his efforts. 

Zahrt’s best showing was in the 250 
class, where he finished second overall 
but he was never a serious threat as his 
Bultaco just couldn’t stay with Rich 
Eierstedt’s ultra-quick Maico. 

Not all the credit goes to the AMX 
Maico tuners as Fierstedt’s talent cannot 
be ignored. He has really been getting 
good these past few weeks and tonight 
was an indication of what he’s learned. 

He fired off three straight moto 
victories with a decisive 15-second 
margin in each one to put away the 
overall victory over Zahrt and CZ rider 
Ray Topham, ; 

Right now, the’ only rider of 
Eierstedt’s caliber at Corona is Rex 
Staten, who has now chosen to ride in 
the 500 class after getting his new 400 
CZ 

And Rex really did ride that big CZ 
as he and Zahrt put on some show in 
the 500 Expert class. 

The first moto had Staten and Zahrt 
in a heavy dice for first with the two of 
them banging gas tanks at the top of the 
zig-zag hill and sending a tire rolling 


down to the bottom. Staten grabbed the 
lead after the collision and each time he 
made a turn the tire was in front of him 
making him shut off to avoid tangling 
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with it. After that, Rex just motored ` 


over for the win. 

In the second moto, Zahrt jumped 
the start and broke the rubber band. A 
restart was set up with only half a band. 
Zahrt still got the hole shot on 
everybody with Staten in hot pursuit. 
Running a very close third was Mike 
Krebs (CZ) from Wichita, Kansas in his 
first effort on the west coast. 

The order stayed that way for three 
laps when Staten made one of his all-out 
charges on Zahrt down the front 
straight. 

They both hit the jump at the same 
time with Staten’s bike doing an almost 
straight-up-and-down wheelie down the 
track, right beside Zahrt who was really 
blowing his mind. That stunt. really 
zapped Zahrt, and he had to fight to 
stay ahead of a hard-charging Krebs. 

Zahrt’s ride was for nothing as he 
was disqualified because of the start and 
dropped to third overall behind Staten 
and Krebs.

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A pleasant change, rational and reasonable instruments.

There was a time when 250 & larger 
dual purpose bikes were the rage. 
Everybody wanted to be able to cruise 
the freeways and then sidetrack up the 
local firetrail, Times have changed. 
Riders discovered that their dual 
purpose bikes did both, but neither very 
well. Even a 250 can be a handful in the 
dirt. So, the advent of the street bike 
and the dirt bike as separate entities. 
Seldom will you see an “enduro” in a 
motocross or a scrambler on a roadrace 
course these days. Most people would 
enjoy having a specialty machine for 
each kind of riding, but many could not 
afford it. This population is the target 
for dual purpose bikes, especially small 
ones. The guy with a 1,400 dollar 
motocrosser not only can’t afford a 
street bike and enduro bike but 
probably isn’t interested in another 
fire-breathing monster in a dual-purpose 
bike. 

Thus a new displacement favorite, 
the 175. It can venture on both 
freeways and travel in the dirt. All of 
the Japanese manufacturers make a 175 
now and for some it is almost a 





mainstay in sales. 

Yamaha has previously depended on 
their 250 to capture the dual purpose 
market and one can’t help but notice 
the effect this has had on their 175. The 
1973 Yamaha CT-3 is basically a 
punched out 125, The only part of the 
bike that really has its own identity is 
the engine. Not because it is technically 
different, but because it puts out great 
heaving amounts of power and torque 
fora 175. 

The first impression when riding the 
bike is that it is an AT-3 (125) with a 
full load of nitro. The wheelbase of the 
bike is short. After a few miles were on 
the engine the front wheel lifted almost 
frighteningly in first gear. A great 
wheelie bike...blocks and blocks...as 
long as you can hang on. 

Of course those wheelies can have a 
function other than display if you’re 
using the bike for what it does best, 
trailing. It’s almost a trials bike. The 
bike inspires one to ride over curbs, 
logs, walls, cars, anything in the way. 
Those wheelies will start from the very 
depths of the RPM range, thanks to the 
reed valves. 

With the gearing & wheelbase on the

bike, it’s hard not to get the idea that 
trials type riding is what Yamaha had in 
mind for the CT-3. First gear is very 
low; plonking low. It will climb most 
any hill the tire will dig into, if you can 
keep that front wheel down. It is 
nimble, even with the headlight and two 
instruments, and if you try to go too 
fast it’s more than quick. It comes with 
trials universal tires which not only are a 
good street-dirt compromise, but work 
best for what the CT-3 does best. The 
rear brake is great for street and dirt. It 
is progressive and has lots of feel. 
Bumps don’t disturb it unduly. The 
front brake is just fine for dirt 
applications, but on the pavement was 
considerably less than 
confidence-inspiring. Lock-up was not a 
potential possibility, in fact it didn’t 
come close enough to keep our 
pavement freaks happy. 

First gear is an unneeded accessory 
for around town, It starts easily in 





second gear. On the other end of the 
range the bike runs out of rpms at 
around 70-75 indicated mph. It could 
easily pull more. You can ask why you 
want to go more han 55 ona dirt bike, 
but there is a reason. The bike can go on 
the freeway and it would be a lot 
happier if it wasn’t revving its insides 
out. First gear would still be plenty low. 

Our particular bike came out of the 
factory jetted RICH. In the first 300 
miles it went through a brace of spark 
plugs. One night we ran all out of 
Yamaha plugs and gave it a Ferrari 
racing plug. That seemed to satisfy it 
thoroughly and fouling problems ended. 

A thorough testimony to the CT-3’s 
reliability was demonstrated during 
those plug fouling times. Ten grand 
down a steep hill with the throttle 
closed and the gas turned off would 
usually clear it off. Eventually we got 
the jetting situation remedied and it was 
a completely different motorcycle.

Riding the CT-3 in the dirt is a kick 
as long as you don’t try to go too fast. 
The front forks work reasonably at all 
but the highest speeds, keeping the 
front wheel in contact with the ground 
a maximum amount of time. 
Unfortunately, the same can’t be said 
for the rear shocks. Actually we’re not 
so sure that there is anything wrong 
with the shocks as the springs were so 


stiff that it was hard to tell. If was 
fortunate that the seat was very 
comfortable. 


Sliding was fun but, as usual, only at 
low speeds. Towards the top of second 
gear it got that Japanese, “I’m gonna 
swap ends feeling.” Donuts are fun. It 
may be a standard thing to say, but a 
21” front wheel would help. Smaller 
people will like the bike. The standing 
position would be about right for 
someone of about five feet and six 
inches. 

The controls (foot) are right where 
they should be and the transmission is 
one of the best made (on any side of 
any ocean). We can’t think of a 
complaint about the shifting, clutch or 
no clutch. 

The biggest bone to pick with 
Yamaha, and probably the only one of 
major concern, is the exhaust system. 
No two ways about it. It is too loud. 
People turn their heads when you ride 
down the street and it is very fatiguing 
to the rider. Yamaha, it’s got to be 
quieter! 

Nothing on the bike went pop, poof, 
or crack during the time we had it 
unless it was persuaded to do so by one 
of our staff members. The head light 
was good, for what the bike is, but it 
didn’t come on until engine was 
running. We’ve ridden lots of 120 mph 
rockets with worse. The taillight is big; 


can’t miss it. The numbers on the 
instruments show up really well at 
night, however the needles are really 
hard to see. Our bike had tum 
indicators and there were mixed 
responses. One staffer said they got in 
the way of crashing, others like 
indicators on any bike going on the 
street. In any event, the front indicators 
are those neat little numbers that attach 
to the handle bars. They don’t get 
crunched and are easy to remove if you 
like. 

The 175 looks like a Yamaha, with 
the addition of the motocross stripes on 
the fender and tank. The tank is a nifty 
gold color. Unfortunately, that tank 
holds only 1.8 gallons. 

With the jetting as it was, that meant 
about 65 miles to a tank. Smiles were 
not prevalent when the reserve tank 
gave up in five more miles. There should 
be lots more mileage available when it’s 
set up correctly. Oil consumption 
through the injection system was 
minimal. It used so little that we can’t 
say what the mileage is, but a rough 
guess would be at least 500 miles per 
„tank. 

The kind of thing that the CT-3 is 
fun for is a Sunday afternoon jaunt 
down the freeway up to Mulholland 
Drive, taking in the asphalt and dirt. 
Then bop on down to the valley, do a 
few wheelies on Van Nuys Blvd., cut 
back to Ventura and motor around up 
in Topanga Canyon. Next weekend you 
can lash it to the front of the camper 
and take it along as a plaything in the 
woods and for local transportation. 

It’s reliable, boy is it reliable, and if 
it falls over and breaks a lever, it won’t 
set you back an arm and a leg. It offers 
you freeway accessibility (not available 
on a 125), but doesn’t charge you the 
size or price of a 250.

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Yamaha's 73s Surface at Catalina 


After some confusion due to rough 
seas, Yamaha managed to get their new 
models and the press to Catalina for a 
preview. Top of the line to be found on 
the Catalina pier was the all new TX 
750 street bike. This is an OHC 
four-stroke twin, featuring electric 
starter, disc brake, and Yamaha’s new 
technological feature called 
“Omni-phase Balancing”. This is a 
device, weighing about seven pounds, 
that is located above and behind the 
crankshaft and driven by the same. It is 
supposed to virtually eliminate vibration 
throughout the RPM range. 

Other models new to the line include 
a dual-overhead cam 500cc four-stroke 
twin, with a disc brake, Keihin 
(diaphram) carburetors, and some neat 
Nortonesque megaphone-style mufflers. 


* The other new street bike is a 60cc, 


European-style, small displacement, GP 
type bike which completely occupies 
the under 250cc street market. The 250 
twin gets reed valves (“Torque 
Induction”) and a six speed box, and 
the 350 gets reed valves and a disc 


brake. 

The enduro line has a new 73cc 
mini-enduro, lots of cosmetic changes 
and 21 inch front wheels on the 250 
and 360. 

The motocross line, like each of the 
three lines, contains six models, ranging 
from 80 to the new 500, That 500 will 
be a fairly limited production item 
(3000 for 1973) and isn’t even available 
for showing yet. The 250 and 360 
models got altered frames (lower engine 
placement) and retarded exhaust port 
timing for better power characteristics. 

A new water-cooled 350 will head 
the line of production road racers, and 
will be available soon, for a little more 
than $2,000. The 250 racer will remain 
basically unchanged for 73. Neither of 
these two will come with disc brakes, 
but maybe next year. Also new will be a 
production 125cc racer. It will not be 
available until after Daytona, however. 
We can wait with baited breath for some 
kind of monster water-cooled bike for 
European racing, because of the new 
400cc FIM minimum.

WhatiShouldHave Done 


A Case Study in Consumerism

Most people have heard the saying 
“caveat emptor”, or “let the buyer 
beware”, many times. This saying is 
most often thought of as applying to 
the purchase of goods or products, 
motorcycle parts, for instance. 
However, an even more applicable 
situation is often overlooked, that of 
lL uying labor for your bike, like machine 
work on your engine or parts. 

i always tried to be very careful 

when buying motorcycle parts, but I 
never really thought about maybe not 
completely trusting the local machine 
shop when time came to have new valve 
guides installed in my Honda cylinder 
head. 
_ I started out by buying a fistfull of 
valve guides at a Honda shop, chosen to 
avoid the friendly neighborhood parts 
crook routine which has troubled me in 
the past. I delivered the stripped down 
cylinder head and the guides to a nearby 
machine shop which claimed to be 
specializing in motorcycle. work. I had 
no reason to suspect I would get 
anything but perfect results, so I handed 
over my cylinder head and went on my 
way, assured that I could pick up the 
finished head the next day. 

When I went to pick up the head, I 
was informed that these master 
machinists had broken off a new guide 
while installing it. (With what, a 
jackhammer?) I was asked to return the 
next day after they had a chance to fix 
it. At this point a sensible man would 
have demanded his head and four new 
guides and left immediately. However, I 
trusted this machinist. 

As proof of his skill he had numerous 
speedway bikes. scattered around his 
shop. I was awed, not about to question 
as to how the guide was broken, or why 
his speedway bikes were scattered all 
over the shop instead of racing. 

The next day I picked up the head 
and returned home. I cleaned the metal 
chips out of the casting and discovered 
that the head was not the only one that 
had been cleaned. The tops of the new 
valve guides had been pounded into 
mangled shapes resembling malformed 
mushrooms. Cracks and chips were 
evident, and NO WAY would guide seals 
fit. 

The head was worse than when I 
started. This discovery came late on 
Saturday afternoon, and an unanswered 
phone call confirmed my suspicions that 
the shop had closed up soon after I left. 

I returned Monday, explained the 
situation, and was apologetically assured 
that the damaged guides would be 
replaced and I could pick up the head 
Tuesday. However, every time I went to 
pick up the head I was told one more 
day was needed. Finally I was promised 
the head on Friday at 11:00 AM. 

I arrived at 11:30 Friday to find 
work on the head not even started. It 
was not until 5:00 PM Friday that I was 
able to pay my $24 and take the head 
home. 

Late Saturday afternoon, I got 
around to checking the valve seating 
with machinist’s dye. I found that the 
exhaust valves did not seat correctly. A 





closer examination revealed that 
non-Honda valve guides had been 
installed to replace the ones the shop 
had damaged, and the only available 
Honda valve guide seals would not fit 
these guides. 

It was obvious that I had two choices 
of action since the head was useless as it 
was. First, I could return to the machine 
shop and demand the head be fixed 
right. Second, I could take the head 
somewhere else and try to make the 
machine shop pay for the repairs. 

I decided not to give the machine 
shop a third chance to completely 
destroy the cylinder head. Early 
Monday morning, I brought the cylinder 
head to a reputable Honda shop for 
repairs. I received a written estimate of 
$37.50 and also got the phone number 
the state of California has set up for 
taking complaints concerning motor 
vehicle repair shops from a poster in the 
service department. 

When I got home, I called the toll 
free number and filed a formal 
complaint against the machine shop. I 
was advised by the,person on the other 
end of the line to sue the machine shop 
for damages. I decided to do this and 
headed to the local municipal court and 
filed a small claims action against the 
shop. 

The court date was set a month later, 
and the only other thing I had to do was 
have a summons served on the 
defendant, in this case, the owner of the 
machine shop. 

During the month before the trial, I 
gathered evidence. I got a letter from 
the Honda shop that repaired the 
damage stating just what was damaged 
and how. I collected all the relevant 
receipts for damaged parts, also. 

Finally, the trial date came. When 
the case came up, I did not get to say 
much. The judge asked for a brief 
explanation of the claim and supportive 
evidence. I gave him the letter from the 
shop and the receipts, including the first 
estimate and the final repair bill. The 
judge asked the defendant if he had 
done the work on the head and. he 
replied affirmatively. The judge then 
ordered the defendant to pay me and 
called the next case. The machine shop 
ownér forked over $37.50 and that was 
it. 

I made the mistake of not being wary 
enough of the firm I was doing business 
with. At the first hint of trouble (the 
broken guide) I should have collected 
my cylinder head, demanded four new 
guides, and gone elsewhere. Obviously, 
hindsight is better than foresight. 

This is a common type of situation, 
but it can be avoided or rectified. Try to 
do business only with shops displaying 
the Bureau of Automotive Repairs 
poster which details consumer rights, 
and what to do if you are taken 
advantage of. If that advice is too late, 
do not be afraid to contact the Bureau 
of Automotive Repairs or-to use the 
small claims courts to obtain 
compensation. If you do not take steps 
to protect yourself from exploitation or 
to obtain compensation, no one will do 
it for you.

Fremont Marathon meee

FREMONT, CAL., Oct. 1, 1972 — Four 
hours of competitive riding left Chris 
Willems with blue thumbs and some 
blisters on his blisters. Three attempts 
by one fellow at successfully finishing 
came to unsuccessful conclusions, at the 
All American MC Marathon Event, at 
the Fremont Raceway this Sunday. 

To get a good start at one of these 
endurance-marathon races, I would 
suggest an electric starter from off some 
big street bike. The start involves some 
guy wandering around with a flag or 
shirt or oily rag in his hand, rapping to 
riders parked on the ‘line’? When he 
decides that everyone is more or less 
positioned, in a more or less starting 
line, he. says, “Straddle your front 
wheel, facing the rear of the bike”. 
Then, without warning, someone jumps 
to start his machine, causing everyone 
else to panic and before you know it, 
the start has started! 

The 125cc class saw a large number 
of Novice riders as well as seasoned 
Experts on the line. What better place 
to learn to ride in competition, than at a 
Marathon Race! The 125s took off with 
a roar at 9:30, running for the full two 
hours, The official results aren’t known 
at this time. 

Chris Willems (No. 66) on a CZ 
started at 12:00 in the 250 class, and 
stopped only once at the halfway point 
to get gas, and have number plates 
cleaned. Riding without a partner, 
Willems used the Marathon event as a 
means to get in shape for the Trans 
AMA races scheduled to be held on the 
West Coast next month. Along with No. 
66 were some very fast riders, but being 
fast doesn’t always mean winning in this 
type of competition. You have to 
finish! 

Regardless of what type rubber one 
had in the dirt, the course averaged the 
traction factors out evenly. The K-70s 
were an advantage on the hard-packed 
corners of the TT section, the loose dry 
stuff was easy for the guys with the trail 
tires, and the mud saw the knobbies 
digging in and going with more ease 
through the goo-holes. 

Dan de Costa made three attempts to 
finish today. Each time the team Dan 
belonged to would start, all would look 
good. But as each event proceeded, Dan 
would find himself without a ride. None 
of the machines would handle the 
one-mile course. In each event, the 125, 
the 250, and the Open, de Costa’s luck 
would turn black. 

In the Open class, No. 9w on a 
Maico, took the leader’s position on the 
second and final start. Out front for the 
first forty-five minutes, suddenly the 9w 
was observed eating some three or four 
pounds of mother-earth in the back 
pasture. Some laps were lost on that 
one. Doing an additional two hours of 
soloing, was Chris Willems on a fresh 
CZ. Coming in again after one hour of 
steady steaming, No. 66 took on some 
gas and refreshment, losing only one 
place in doing so. That’s the kind of pit 
crew to have working for you. 

Another problem found in this new 
form of fun, is keeping yourself 
identified by clean number plates. Some 
riders solved this problem not by 
keeping their plates clean, but by 
putting foreign objects on their 
uniforms and helmets, in order to grab 
the scorer’s attention. Some scorers 
have a habit of rapping, when they 
should be scoring. (Can you imagine

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World Team Speedway Championshi

OLCHING, GREAT BRITAIN, Sept. 
11, 1972 — Great Britain retained the 
World Team Speedway Championship 
with a convincing fifteen point win over 
Russia and Poland at the Olching track 
in West Germany. Britain, led brilliantly 
again by World Individual Champion, 
Ivan Mauger, had little difficulty in! 
equalling last year’s triumph over the 
same countries in Poland. The combined 
Commonwealth/England team of 
Mauger (New Zealand), Ray Wilson 
(England), Terry Betts (England), John 
Louis (England) and Ronnie Moore 
(New Zealand) scored 36 points to 
finish well ahead of the East European 
placegetters who both totalled 21 
points. 

Russia claimed second place in the 
competition when two of this year’s 
World Finalists beat the Poles home in 
the second of two ‘sudden death’ 
run-offs. 

An estimated crowd of 14,000 
watched this first speedway World 
Championship event to be staged in 
Germany. The track was large, allowing 
for plenty of speed, but relatively 
bumpy and this limited the pace 
somewhat. The surface was also patchy, 
varying from dry and slick to wet and 
drivey all the way around, 

Kiwi supremo, Barry Briggs, was a 
late withdrawl from the meeting 
following his accident at Wembley in 
the World Individual Championship the 
week before. He was replaced by King’s 
Lynn star, Terry Betts, a full England 
international who has previously ridden 
overseas. The change had little effect on 
the team and the Britons approached 
the meeting full of confidence. So much 
so that they scored solidly all the way 
down the line and reserve, Ronnie 
Moore, was not required to race. 

Mauger was his usual immaculate 
self, and topped the individual score 
charts with II points. His only defeat 
was Polish rider, Henryk Glucklich, in 
the final race. From position four, 
which had been heavily watered 
immediately prior to the vent, Mauger 
failed to make his customary lightning 
start and trailed the field into the first 
bend. He quickly picked off Chilinoskij 
(Russia) and Jansson (Sweden) but 
could not pass the flying p Pole. Mauger 
capped a triumphant meeting with a 
grand win in the second half final. He 
received ovation as he went from last to 
first in what must rate as one of the best 
rides of the whole European season. 
With Lofqvist (Sweden), Waloszek 
(Poland) and Kuzmin (Russia) — all 
rivals in the World Championship at 


- Wembley a week earlier — in front of 


him, Mauger sped by with apparent 
ease: a fitting indication of why his is 
the Champ once again. 

The meeting was yet another chapter 
in the 1972 success story of 
Englishman, John Louis. In only his 
first season of premier Division 
speedway, Louis again proved his ability 
to mix it with the world’s best riders 
and the 28 year old Ipswich start 
totalled nine points, including two 
tremendous heat wins. With Wilson and 
Betts scoring eight points each, it left 


precious little pickings for the 
opposition. 
As team manager Charles Foot 


jubilantly proclaimed: “This was a great 
team effort. Ivan Mauger is a superb 
captain and the boys were in high 
spirits. We are proud of them all — right 
down to Ronnie Moore, the best 
number five I’ve ever had.” The only 


problem Foot — and the British 
contingent — encountered was an 
insistence by the organizers of the 


meeting to water the track between 
races. This, of course, is highly 
dangerous for the riders as the wet 
patches can mean an instant loss of 
control. According to the Secretary of 


the English Speedway Control Board, a 
recent FIM ruling leaves this matter to 
the discretion -of the promoters and 
NOT, as was customary, to the referee 
in charge of the meeting. Naturally, 
with the track drying out quickly from 
the Bavarian Sunday sun, the promoters 
wanted to water to save the crows from 
being covered in black dust. 

Despite this, Britain started well with 
a win by Mauger and finished with a 
powerful push that completely 
annihilated Russian, Poland and 
Sweden, the top nations in Speedway 
today. Unfortunately, for the purposes 
of this particular competition, ‘Britain’ 
selects from England, Scotland, 
Australia, New Zealand and all other 
points west which gives her a greater 
choice of talent than the remainder of 
the Continental and Scandinavian 
challengers. It’s a point, incidentally, 
which grates with many speedway 
authorities in England and Australia. 
They claim England should fend for 
herself and fight out the right to enter 
the final of the series against foursomes 
from Australia, New Zealand, etc. 

For the first seven races the score 
was tight between Sweden and Britain. 
After seven heats the score stood at 
15-15 and even Ray Wilson admitted 
that it was going to be ‘hard-word,’ But 
then, inexplicably, the Swedes fell apart 
at the seams. Successive wins by John 
Louis and then Betts shot Britain well 
clear and by heat two the whole thing 
was cut and dried. Britain was then ten 
points clear and over the remaining five 
heats Sweden picked up only one 
further point. Surprisingly Sweden 
failed to track two of her top riders, 
Bengt Jansson and Bernt Persson (the 
latter was placed second to Mauger at 
Wembley only day before). They were 
reportedly required for league matches 
back home in Sweden. 

The Russians were a long way back 
in second place and disappointed a 
little. They were generally expected to 
put up much more of a challenge but 
they produced their Wembley form and 
lacked consistency. They best rider was 
a young, blonde-haired boy named 
Kusmin who is freely tipped for really 


top honors in the sport in the 
not-too-distant future. 
For Poland, another youngster, 


Zenon Plech, showed up best and he, 
too, is obviously destined for bigger and 
better things. Poland was also without 
several top riders — for a more logical 
reason: injury. Sczakiel, Jancarz and 
Mucha were all on the injured list and 
several ‘unknowns’ were drafted in as 


replacement. Jancarz, still rated 
Poland’s number one, suffered a broken 
leg only two days before the 


Championship. Early in the meeting the 
Polish situation looked desperate as 
they had not scored a point after five 
heats. Then Waloszek, the 34 year old 
veteran broke the drought with a second 
to Mauger and they gradually fought 
their way back into the contest to 
seriously challenge Russia for the 
runner-up berth. 

None, however, had any answer to 
the fierce determination and all-round 
skill of the British.

championship in four years of 
competition, Dan Corbett’s track. life 


these nights is like an old movie 
serial...one perilous chapter after 
another, 


The drama continued for Corbett 
tonight. Taking the lead from a fast 
start from a 10-rider field in the 250 TT 
Main, Corbett had never worked harder 
to hold off not one, but three 
challengers at different stages of this 
event. You have often seen, or read 
about the torrid two, or three-rider 
racing duels. Well tonight, these riders 
were pulling out all the tricks in the’ 
book while attempting to upstage one 
another in one of Trojan’s best ever 
four-rider duels for the lead. 

For five hard fqught laps, Corbett 
withstood the best Jamey Blunt, Allen 
Swett, and Chuck Hatcher could 
muster, Running like a 
Corbett and his Bultaco stretched his 
advantage over Swett and Hatcher to six 
lengths, but was unable to shake off 
Blunt (Oss) who was giving the fans 
their money’s worth in pressing Corbett 
for the lead. But Corbett, youthful, 
strong, and tireless, just continued 
out-raéing Blunt to maintain the lead. 

Taking the white flag from starter, 
Rene Armenta, Corbett gave every 
indication that he was going to hold off 
Blunt the balance of the distance for 
one of the hardest fought battles for a 
victory. But this was not to be. Coming 
off the south tum, and into the dog-leg 
leading to the jump, der that the pair 
was about to lap, Hed directly in 
front of Corbett taking his tum, and.in 
the process, mou rapped Corbett 
while Blunt continued on his way. By 
the time Corbett untangled himself 
from the fallen rider and his machine, it 
was all over. 

Climaxing another chapter in his bid 
to’ win the 1972 track title in the 250cc 
class, Corbett limped in to finish sixth.

David Reinhardt (Oss), who though 
finished fifth, was the Junior winner. 

These riders were clocked in the 29 
second bracket for several laps just 
happens to be the fastest time clocked 
touring the TT course. 

If anybody thinks that Corbett is 
about to breeze in for the track 
championship, he had better look again. 
True, Corbett has been the season's 
winningest ‘rider, but this was before 
Chuck Hatcher. It may come as.a bit of 
news to some, but just a short four 
years ago, Hatcher was given notice by 
some doctors that he would never ride 
again, and at the same time wanted his 
permission to amputate his left leg, as a 
result of an injury from a riding 
accident. Hatcher refused, and the rest 
is now history.

CMRE South Bay Speedway .

CHULA VISTA, CAL., Oct. 6, 1972 — 
No rider at South Bay Speedway in the 
Califomia Motor Racing Enterprises 
professional steeplechase and - half-mile 
programs has dominated the races this 
season like Sal Peluso who captured the 
125 and 250 steeplechase and the 250 
half-mile main events, Peluso is still the 
only rider at South Bay this year to win 
three main events in one evening and Sal 
has done it on three different occasions. 

Sal almost made it four feature wins 
for the night but a Triumph rider from 
Huntington Beach by the name of Tom 
White spoiled Peluso’s attempt as White 
won the Open class half-mile. In that 
race, White grabbed the early lead over 
third place finisher Ward Ring with 
Peluso in the third spot. But Sal got 
John Hoy’s Triumph really going and 
Peluso flew by Ring for the number two 
position. However, Peluso just could not 
catch Whit. Placing in the fourth 
position was John Allison (Yam). 

The Open class steeplechase feature 
belonged to Ring from the start and 
Ward took the checkered flag for the 
victory. Ring’s closest competitor was 
Triumph-mounted Sandy Armstrong. 

Of Peluso’s three main event 
victories, Sal’s toughest came in the 250 
half-mile as road racing star Pat Evans 
rode one of his finest races ever on dirt. 
Pat took an early lead in the 10-lap 
main with Peluso slowly closing the gap 
on Evans. On the second lap, Sal finally 
took the top position, but Pat still 
challenged Peluso for the next couple of 
laps before Sal’s superior experience and 
riding ability was too much for Pat. 
Evans did take home second place 
money with George Voshell and Bobby 


Sanders taking third and fourth, 
respectively. 
In the 250. steeplechase, Peluso 


grabbed the lead from the start and 
never looked back as he scored an easy 
win. The win for Sal put him way out in 
front in the 250 steeplechase point 
standings. Yamaha-mounted Pat Guthrie 
rode an excellent race to capture second 
place with Voshell once again collecting 
third. 

Peluso’s easiest victory of the evening 
was in the 125 steeplechase as he blew 
the rest of the field off the track, Billy 
McElyea (Yam) placed second.

Road racers are not 
generally large men but Yvon is, smaller 
than most and his magnificent Kawasaki 
obviously doesn’t know he’s up except 
for being told where to go. It was 
unfortunate that a slower rider put him 
out. As the English say, discretion is 
sometimes the better part of bravery. 

That slower rider business is a real 
bugaboo in long races, and hopefully 
someday rules will be changed to 
eliminate some of it. Qualifying times 
don’t seem to be the answer as 
sometimes slow riders can really crack it 
to qualify, while super-stars can’t earn a 
place on the line because of a couple of 
lousy laps, but come the race when it 
‘counts the lucky ones tie up the boys 
who go fast constantly. 

At a recent big stock car race four of 
the leading contenders were taken out 
the first time they started lapping, 
causing howls, and justifiably so, from 
the drivers who surveyed their wrecked 
cars in the pits. Drivers are now 
investigating ways to cope with the 
problem so maybe bike riders can take a 
leaf from NASCAR when they get their

problems straightened out. 

On the big tracks like Ontario there’s 
no doubt that the two-strokes have the 
decided edge, but the big Harleys sound 
like a full-house Mack truck rumbling 
by. Noticed too, that the Kawasakis 
have not yet gone to disk brakes. Many 
riders, when running at those top speeds 
prefer the good old drums and feel the 
disks are not necessary. Same way as the 
European motocross starts feel a 500cc 
motocross machine isn’t necessary. 

(WE noticed that the big Kawasakis DID use 
disc brakes...Ed.) 

As a privateer, the ultimate in 
machinery would, in my opinion, be 
that 350cc Yamaha. Not too heavy, not 
a gas hog, nimble in the corners and 
competitive, as the record shows. 
Especially im the hands of Kel 
Carruthers. 

Safety and rider pick-up are A-1 at 
Ontario and one thing we'd like to see 
used at all large tracks, including dirt 
miles, is a copy of their Yamaha patrol 
bike with two big fire extinguishers 
mounted behind the rear seat like 
pannier bags, ready to rush to any fire 
should a second or third extinguisher be 
needed, 

To show that some of the. big 
newspapers are starting to think in our 
direction, our local paper, one of the 
largest in the country for circulation, 
had Monday morning coverage of the 
event slap in the center of the front 
page Sports Section. Good coverage too, 
followed up, believe it or not, by extra 
pictures and pieces in the night editions 
and Tuesday editions.

` Reflections on the Six Days 

Two weeks ago I wrote a report on 
the ISDT: who did what, what 
happened to whom, and how it affected 
our various teams’ efforts. Providing this 
kind of informational article is the 
newspaper’s most important function, 
but unfortunately it does not, and 
cannot, tell the real story of the event, 
any more than an aerial photo of a 
bombing raid tells the story of people 
involved. 

The more you try to convey the 
“real story” of an event, the more you 
get into the realm of impression, 
opinion and unverifiable fact. For this 
kind of story, the column is an ideal 
vehicle because it is labled “Opinion”, a 
warning in advance that it is a biased 
outlook. 

In Six Days competition, the only 
really significant questions pertain to 
winning. Did we win, and if not, what 
can we do to produce a better result 
next year? In enduro competition, we 
might legitimately ask if the riders 
enjoyed themselves, if the course was 
interesting, if the club made money, if 
there was sufficient emphasis on safety 
and even if the trophies presented were 
commensurate with entry fee. The Six 
Days, however, is not a sportsman event 
so all such questions become irrelevant. 

We did not win. In fact we only very 
barely made it in the top half with our 
Trophy Team (6th out of 13 entries). 
This placement, however, was great 
compared to most of our Vase and Club 
teams, who finished from about the 
50% mark (the Vase “B” Puch team) to 
36th out of 38 in the case of one of the 
our club teams. 

There are obvious reasons for our 
lack of success — broken chains, flat 
tires, fouled plugs, leaking forks and so 
on — but these are as trivial as they are 
obvious. Some riders had the same or 
similar problems and coped with them 
to finish. Sometimes to stay on gold. 
Sometimes riders coped with trivial 
problems early in the week, only to be 
defeated by them near. the end. 


There are other inconsistencies as 
well! The riders on the two Vase teams 
are the approximate equals of the 
Penton Trophy Team and the 


machinery is definitely comparable. The 
Puchs were far improved over last year 
and the Huskys win a far larger 
percentage of enduros here than anyone 
could reasonably expect. Lars Larsson 
did the best of any American on his 
Puch in the Six Days. Yet less than half 
of the Vase Team members finished 
while all of the Penton Team finished. 

It seems to me that we must pay 
much more attention to the 
psychological aspects of the Six Days 
than we presently do, if we are to win. 

It is my purpose in this, and the 
following two or three, Gambit columns 
to investigate the psychological 
atmosphere of the Six Days in 
considerable depth. The Czechs and the 
East Germans are not supermen; they 
can be beaten. Contrary to a popular 
myth, they are not all members of a 
crack military team. According to one 
of the officials of Motokov, the Jawa 
Export division, two of the winning 
Czech team are employees of the 
factory, one as an engineer and one as a 
mechanic. One team member is a doctor 
and two are in the army. I don’t recall 
the occupation of the last one, but the 
makeup of the team is roughly the 
equivalent of the makeup of our own 
trophy team, a couple of whom are 
employees of Penton, one of whom is a 


student, one of whom has a Penton 
dealership and one of whom is in the 
military. 

Their equipment is not really 


superior to ours and may be inferior. 
Gene Cannady had a Jawa motorcycle 
which he practiced on for a couple of 
months. He did not like the Jawa as well 
as he did the production Penton that he 
wound up riding. True, the trophy team 
Jawas are probably better than the Jawa 
Cannady was riding, but, at best, it 
would seem that the Jawas are the equal 
of the Pentons, plus or minus maybe 
5%. Not a decisive margin, by any 
means. And certainly, the production 
Jawas ridden by the minor teams were 
not the equal of our Puchs and Huskys. 

The Czechs and East Germans, 
though, do seem to have one advantage 
over us. They don’t lose on trivial 
matters. They seem to have mastered 
the psychological environment. 

The battlefield this year was 
Czechoslovakia. Next year it will be the 
U.S., but the following year it will be 
another foreign country in all 


probability. Adjustment to the country 
of conflict would seem to be extremely 
important to any successful Six Days 
effort. It seemed to me that our teams 
did not make a satisfactory adjustment

to Czechoslovakia. 

Almost from the moment the giant 
Russian jet touched down at the Prague 
airport, comparisons were made 
between Czechoslovakia and the U.S., 
and Czechoslovakia invaribly came out 
the loser. Their main airport was tiny, 
much smaller than Hollywood-Burbank. 
Only a few planes were in evidence and, 
rather than a takeoff every 30 seconds 
or so, as at Kennedy International, there 
were. about two in an hour. 
“Rinky-dink” was the way one of the 
riders described it. 

In thinking of the problems 
generated by L.A. International, the 
traffic, the noise, the pollution, the 
displaced families who have made room 
the ever lengthening runways, I found 
myself wondering if there were anyway 
we could achieve “Rinky Dink” status. 

Contrary to expectations, getting 
through customs was a breeze. I was not 
asked to open anything and all of the 
forty or so people were through in less 
than an hour. I had lost my traveler’s 
checks on the airplane; They were 
returned to me by the mechanic who 
serviced the plane, after I had given up 
all hope of ever seeing them again. I 
wondered if that could have happened 
here. 

Our first real exposure to 
Czechoslovakian life was their money 
system which we (I, as well everyone 
else) referred to as Monopoly money. 
Although their system was very similar 
to ours (strictly decimal, unlike the 
British system which is somewhat 
illogical) many of those on the tour 
could not even make basic conversions 
after two weeks in the country. And, to 
my knowledge, no one realized the 
value of having different values of bills 
be different sizes. A lesser denomination 
was physically smaller. I’m sure a blind 
person would immediately recognize 
this value. To us, their money -was 
different and therefore not “real.” 

Since we were in Czechoslovakia, 
naturally we ate Czech food. It was 
different. Pickles, cold saugage, 
tomatoes and cheese for breakfast. Milk 
was served warm. Coffee was served 
with the grounds in a kind of sludge at 
the bottom of the cup. Some of their 
food was really great, some of it pretty 
bad. Their version of a hot dog makes 
anything available in the states taste like 
imitation dog food. Their mustard is so 
good I found myself eating it on bread 
without any-meat. They seem to regard 
pastry as an art form and every town 


had its sweet shop with dozens of 
incredibly fine layered and frosted 
pastries, stuffed with delicious sweet 
creams. 


In the dining hall at our hotel, there 
was a different menu for every meal 
with between two and six selections on 
it. One could pick out the most 
American-sounding dish on the menu, 
look around the room and see more 
than half the people eating that 
selection. Czech beer is among the finest 
in the world and their wines are 
excellent, but the favorite drink in our 
hotel was — you guessed it — Coka-Cola. 

In talking to me after the trial, John 
Penton commented on Czechoslovakia. 
He said “If you couldn’t feel the 
repression, the dullness of the 
atmosphere there, you don’t deserve to 
be writing.” He was right. There is 
repression. Certainly not all the people 
are happy with their government, 
particularly with the iron hand of the 
Soviet military stiflingly in evidence. 
There was a Soviet military show in 
Prague the last weekend of the trial and, 
on our retum, we saw thousands of red 
flags and banners proclaiming 
Czech-Soviet friendship through 
military might. s 

Considering that tanks were in the 
streets of Prague only a scant two years 
ago, (and not for a parade) it takes no 
genius to deduce that a Soviet military 
show in Czechoslovakia is about as 
welcome as a Police Field Day in Watts. 
One of the few Czechs who could speak 
English told me, after I had remarked 
that I was enjoying his country, “Yes, it 
good for you. But not for us.” It was an 
impulse statement, which he 
immediately regretted and try as I 
would I could not get him to utter 
another word in English. Yes, there is 
repression. 

But there is another side to the story. 
The right-wing groups in this country 
are fond of propagating slogans about

‘making the streets safe.” The slogans 
have had very little effect on me, 
however, because it is only with great 
difficulty that I can remember any time 
when the streets of the city were safe. 
Maybe back in the forties they were, 
but I was too young to be able to make 
realistic evaluations then. 

The last time I took my camera out 
in the streets at night someone hit me 
from behind and broke the strap across 
my neck to get it. A friend was with me, 
a 6 foot, 200 pounder. He was knocked 
flat and his watch taken. People stood 
around and watched. Had the thieves 
decided to murder us, I am convinced 
that no one would have lifted a hand to 
prevent it. 

I like to walk .at night and recently 
have been able to, but I don’t take my 
wife or my camera; I take my 90 -pound 
German Shepherd. 

In Czechoslovakia it was different. I 
roamed all over, in the city streets and 
the country, carrying camera equipment 
worth more than the average Czech 
earns in a year. Alone and with 
company, daytime and night. There was 
a feeling that you were perfectly safe 
always, everywhere. 

There was a fellow who was traveling 
around with me who was making a 
movie. He had a ton of expensive 
equipment, which he carried in the back 
seat of the car. We had only one key to 
the car which was inconvenient because 
one or the other of us was always 
having to go back to car for film or to 
change equipment or something. After 
two days in Czechoslovakia my friend 
said “‘Just leave the car open.” From 
then on we did, with all that stuff in 
plain view on the back seat. It was never 
touched. In Los 
my bikes inside of a locked garage. 
There was a feeling of safety, 
unprovable, but shared by at least two 
of us in Czechoslovakia. 

Police and soldiers were everywhere 
in Czechoslovakia and were virtually 
indistinguishable. If you see a stateside 
cop in silhouette, his most prominent 
features are his club and his revolver. 
The most prominent feature of the 
Czech cop was his radio. He carried no 
club and his pistol is small, carried in a 
completely enclosed leather case. All 
the police and soldiers were on foot, 
and quite often by themselves. In my 
two weeks in Czechoslovakia I saw two 
identifiable police vehicles, both 
motorcycles. 

The discipline of the police was 
outstanding. At the final day’s road race 
there was one very obnoxious German 
photographer who would not observe 
the police safety lines. Time after time 
he would cross the line and move up to 
the track.. The police would move over 
to him and make him move back. He 
shouted at them, (obscentities probably, 
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Angeles I’ve chained. 


but I don’t know enough German to be 
sure) waved his arms around, planted his 
feet, and came back time after time. 
The police never raised their voices, 
never made a threatening gesture. When 
two of them proved insufficient they 
called a third but there was still no force. 
He was quietly but inexorably moved 
back behind the lines. 

It is hard to avoid contrasting a scene 
like that with its U.S. equivalent. Here 
the character would probably have been 
blubbed, hospitalized and then charged 
with resisting arrest. J.N. Roberts could 
probably fill in more details on that 
procedure. 

With just a little bit of luck there 
might have ensured a riot. My own 
memories of an L.A. police officer 
descending upon myself, my wife and 
three small children while we were 
playing on the beach, club upraised, 
snarling “Move, you son of a bitch!” are 
vivid enough for comparison. The police 
were in the process of breaking up a 
rock concert a full half-mile down the 
beach. 3 

It seems ironic that it takes a 
Communist country to teach you the 
meaning of right wing slogans, but 
safety in public places, freedom from 
fear of both thugs and police, does seem 
to be a reality in Czechoslovakia. 
Perhaps my impressions are erroneous; 
two weeks is hardly time for a complete 
study. 

There are other things, too. There is 
poverty in Czechoslovakia, but not 
nearly as much or to the degree that one 
would expect. It seems that every 
second kid has a three or five-speed 
bicycle.and there are plenty of groceries 
on the shelves at reasonable prices. 
Some of the stores were an obvious 
shuck, stocked for our benefit with one 
of each item which the Czechs could 
not buy. 

In a town far from Spindleruv, there 
was a model shop with dozens of 
beautiful HO gauge engines and model 
airplanes that would be the envy of 
most such shops here. And it was a real 
store, One item could not be purchased 
in Czechoslovakia: guns. No pawn 
shops, no Saturday specials. 





Most noticeable however was the fact _ 


that, there was very little observable 
difference in economic level of the 
people in Czechoslovakia. There was 
nothing even remotely comparable to 
say, the different between Beverly Hills 
and East L.A., or Westchester county 
and Spanish Harlem. The biggest car in 
evidence was a Tatra which was less 
luxurious than a Volvo but about the 
same size. 

The people seem to work pretty 
hard, beginning about 6 a.m., but there 
is full employment. In fact, laborers 
were imported from Poland to build the 
road into Spindleruv. Although many of 
the buildings are very old, and it has 
been a long time since they’ve seen 
paint, the towns and the countryside are 
spotlessly clean. No litter, no junk 
yards, no bill boards (though I think the 
ever present banners and flags might get 
to be just as objectionable after awhile).

Have you ever seen that TV program 
where the hero comes to the aid of an 
honest elected official who is threatened 
in his re-election campaign by the ugly 
revelation that he has unwittingly 
received contributions from a crodked, 
nasty, evil, mean and bad businessman, 
or: from some unsavory syndicate of 
characters — not the Mafia, of course, 
which doesn’t exist, but something of 
that sort but who never, never 
intended to do these generous 
contributors any special favors...only 
who'll believe him? Of course you have. 
It’s been shown in a thousand 
variations. And this sort of trash is 
killing motorcycling: too many people 
in the sport and the industry have been 
so brainwashed by such nonsense, they 
actually find it impossible to distinguish 
between this sort of romantic fiction 
and the reality of everyday life. They 
probably believe that Batman and 
Johnny Quest are real people. 

People and organizations have to 
cooperate or society would disintegrate, 
for “society” is nothing more than the 
name we give to the ongoing process of 
cooperative interaction among men and 
institutions. The central institution in 
society is called “government”. Ergo, 
this is where we should expect to find 
the highest degree of cooperative 
interaction. Government officials who 
flatly refused to cooperate with the 
significant individuals and groups in 
society plainly wouldn’t be doing their 
job. They’d be like salesman who 
refused to talk to potential buyers, or 
doctors who didn’t want anything to do 
with people who were sick or injured. 

In these intereactions the 
government official is most interested in 
increasing or, at least, maintaining his 
power to plan, organize, staff, direct 
and control social activities, for this 
power is the very product he is selling, 
and the citizens are most interested in 
extending their rights and contracting 
their duties or, at least, holding even on 
both flanks, for these privileges and 
immunities are the very products they 
are buying. To say you are indifferent 
to such commodities is to say you are 
indifferent to the conditions of your 
life, or to life itself. 

Governments arise by the normal 
economic process called specialization 
of labor; when a lot of people are 
interested in buying and selling a good 
or service, it is efficient for somebody 


On Legalizing the Astro

HO-MOL-O-GATE (ho-mola-gat ) — To 
ratify; assent to; approve. 

The above word is one that: is 
generally not used in motorcycle circles 
although there is a definite need for its 
use. In other forms of motorsports, the 
need to have cars, engines, etc. 
homologated by the sanctioning bodies 
is a big deal and one operation that is 
done quite carefully by each 
manufacturer, each year. 

Not so is this case for motorcycling. 
The result of which brought a major 
lawsuit from a young Mt. View, Cal. 
man against the American Motorcycle 
Assn, for not letting him enter his 
motorcycle in AMA activities. 

The motorcycle was the Bultaco 
Astro and the man was Steve Doi. Steve 
owns four Bultacos and sponsors a 
number of racers from Northern 
California including the likes of Al 
Kenyon (from whom he bought his 
bikes), John Gennai (when he isn’t 
riding the A & A Yamaha), Pat Hennen, 
Dave Lewis and others. 

Doi owns an auto stereo shop and 
uses the shop as his advertising gimmick 
in the running and sponsoring of the 
bikes. When the AMA decided that the 
Astro was no longer lega, Steve became 
incensed and the subsequent dealings 
with his lawyer led to the suit, filed in 
District court in San Francisco, 

The background on this class action 
is precedent-setting and, hopefully, the 
outcome will be beneficial to all parties. 

In the future, it is hoped that all 
motorcycles intended for use in a 
particular year will have the necessary 
papers submitted to the AMA Congress 
in sufficent time so as they may be 
approved before any major efforts by 
the public would require necessity. 

Also, it might be of some educational

to specialize in organizing the trading. 
This gives rise to stockyards and stock 
exchanges, to universities and 
employment agencies, and to 
governments. The brokerage function of 
government is to organize the trading in 
enforceable rights and duties, in taxes 
and subsidies, in the choosing-up-sides 
that determines who shall command and 
who shall obey. If government didn’t do 
this, who would? 

Looked at this way, that supposedly 
“honest” politician of TV romances is 
seen as a crook of the worst sort, a con 
man, a welcher, a double-dealer. We 
would all see this very clearly had the 
politician led pensioners to believe that 
he would raise Social Security payments 
and cut property taxes if elected, and 
then turned around to do the opposite. 
But votes are not the unique currency 
of power-brokerage anymore than 
brown cows are the only color cattle 
traded at stockyards. There are 
introductions to valuable contacts, 
campaign contributions, endorsements, 
free publicity, tips and inside 
information, mass demonstrations, 
personal gratuities, embarrassing leaked 
stories, concealment of embarrassing 
information, loans, investment advice, 
personal glory, favoritism, nepotism, tax 
dodges, financial assistance, academic 
honors, assassinations, exemptions from 
petty regulations, favors, public respect, 
honor, and about a thousand other ways 
a government official can be paid for his 
services. An official who accepts 
payment, then refuses to deliver the 
goods, is as crooked as a stockbroker 
who accepts your money, then refuses 
to deliver the securities to your account. 

One of the most important goods a 
government official can deliver is 
organization; he is a specialist in 
organizing interest groups. It makes 
sense to turn to a government official 
for this service just the way it-makes 
sense to turn to a dentist for a 
toothache instead of breaking out the 
old Vise-Grips and trying to extract the 
tooth yourself. 

We are constantly told that 
motorcyclists are supposed to organize 
to defend their interests, but we are 
rarely told what it is these organizations 
are supposed to do. Implicit in most 
such proposals seems to be the notion 
that motorcyclists should organize to 
deal with the aggregation of all other 
interest groups, i.e., with the “public”. 
Then, in the crunch, it would be 
motorcyclists” organizations against the

benefit if the AMA were to know of the 
sale of a model of motorcycle that was 
coming up soon. Then they could get 
some better communications out to the 
public so that action such as happened 
in July of 1972 would not be necessary. 

At the Pioneer Rodeo grounds in 
Oakdale, the night of July 29, a number 
of amateur riders signed up to ride a 
sportsman short track. They were 
informed of the ruling handed down by 
the AMA and that all square barrel 
Bultaco Astro’s were illegal and 
therefore could not operate that night. 
Referee Orlan Wilhite did a fantastic job 
of not getting into a fight over the 
protests that many of the riders voiced. 

The same cry came out of the J O 
short track series at Fremont while, in 
some cases, some referees were allowing 
the Astro to run as an amateur event 
wasn’t the same as the AMA ruling for 
pro events. While this is not true and 
those races were illegal, as far as the 
running of the square barrel, no cries of 
anguish were heard and no protests 
filed. 

It was after the Laguna Seca National 
that the effluent hit the rotors and 
things started to get repugnant. 

At a particular short track in Oregon, 
the next week, one Kawasaki dealer was 
noted doing a lot of complaining about 
Lee Seidel’s new Sonny Kenyon Bultaco 
Astro. At about this time, the AMA 
staffers and Don Woods, being right in 
the thick of it were making a decision 
that would take the Astro off the 
tracks. 

The ruling that was sent to almost all 
referees and to the pros themselves said 
that the square barrel Bultaco was illegal 
and that a clarification of what one 
could do to asleeve was set about, so 
when the square barrel came to the 
races, they were turned away. What the 
guys were doing to get around this 
ruling was take off the square barrel and 


organizations of the rest of the world. 
This will not work. 

The most significant other 
organizations are government-led, and in 


a head-to-head match between a- 


privately-led and governmentally-led 
organization the latter will always come 
out on top. Your government officials 
are specialists in, experts in, organizing 
interest groups. They are good at it. 

A much more effective arrangement 
is to construct a ~ patron-client 
relationship with some persons and/or 
agencies in government. The main 
function of the government patron 
would be to put together the 
government-led organization which. 
would have primary responsibility for 
defending motorcyclists’ right to exist 
against the incursions of opposing 
interest groups. The main job of the 
privately-led organization of 
motorcyclists would not be to deal with 
the rest of the world, but to deal with 
the government patron. 

Like any broker, the power-brokers 
of government depend upon steady, 


repeat — business from satisfied 
customers. This is why there are 
“*mining Senators”, “petroleum 
Senators”, “cotton Senators”, and all 
the rest — officials who specialize in 


serving a certain few interest groups. 

My own State Senator, for example, 
recently mailed a brochure in which he 
advertises as clearly as imaginable what 
specific- products he’s marketing. “The 
three areas of my basic interest” he 
says, are (1) “education”, (2) “law 
enforcement and judicial reform”, and 
(3) “environment and natural 
resources”. Speaking of his bill in the 
last area, he couldn’t be plainer in his 
advertising for clients than when he 
says, “Every environment and 
ecology-oriented individual or group, 
regardless of influence, budget or 
membership size, will have an 
opportunity. to help formulate the 
criteria to be used to save our coastline 
from further unnecessary development. 
Even more important, they will have an 
active role in making sure these criteria 
are enforced.” For those who are so 
thick they have not yet managed to 
comprehend that he is advertising for 
clients, he ends by saying, “All my 
constituents and all other persons 
interested” are invited. to participate. 
For heaven’s sake, does the man have to 
take TV commercials, like Dr. 
Beauchamp, to advertise his desire for 
clients? 


replace it with a round one with the 
same sleeve in it. The outcome was to 
have the same working components 
only round instead of square. 

But the big bitch was still why call 
them illegal after almost eight months 
of competition. For this, Steve Doi 
went to court and received an 
injunction stating in effect that the 
Astro was legal for competition. In 
retrospect, the AMA issued a bulletin 
stating that the Astro was legal and all 
the inconvience was the fault of the 


referees for letting anyone of those 


square barrels run at anytime. 

Of course, this then reflects on the 
referee of the Houston Astrodome 
National and he is on the AMA staff. A 
bummer in the summer. 

The outcome is that Doi spent $2700 
in fighting this and for what? So he 
could put his square barrel back on and 
prove that the AMA had _ goofed 
although the AMA has yet to admit it. 
Of course, the Bultaco people have 
managed to skate through this whole 
operation pretty easy but it will remain 
to see if their jobs stay healthy or not in 
the future. 

If there are any of you out in the 
wide wide world who would care to 
help Steve pay for this operation that 
helped to put the AMA down, send 
your contributions to the Astro Defense 
Fund at 811 Castro St., Mt. View, Ca., 
94040. Whether anything comes of this 
law suit as far as the repercussions are 
concerned is unknown and doubtful, as 
the legal apparatus. is backed by the 
Federal Anti-Trust laws. 

So if the AMA were to come out and 
say that the Astro is still illegal, Bultaco 
would have a fair suit going as there 
were over 600 of the little devils sold in 
the states and run at races. 

Steve’s point in all this is reflected in 
a conversation we had at Sonny 
Kenyon’s one eventing. 


All government officials needs 
clients, just as all interest groups need 
government patrons. This cooperation 
fulfills a mutual need, just as doctors 
couldn’t get along without patients and 


patients couldn’t get along without 
doctors. 
The lesson is clear: motorcycle 


organizations should not dissipate their 
efforts in futile attempts to deal directly 
with other interest groups, with the 
“public”, or with some generalized sort 
of ‘““sovernment’’. Motorcycle 
organizations should direct their efforts 
to working with specific government 
patrons, the patrons being the ones 
whose job is to defend the sport against 
encroachments by others. We might be 
able to deal with, say, the Sierra Club, 
but there’s no way we can deal with the 
government patrons of the Sierra Club. 
What we need is our government 
patrons who are capable of dealing with 


‘their government patrons. 


Potential patrons of the wonderful 
sport of motorcycling must find the 
political naivete of motorcyclists and 
tht motorcycle industry extremely 
frustrating. I beg their patience for, 
after all, motorcycling has started to 
move into the mainstream of American 
life only very recently, and we’re just 
now beginning to get the hang of it. 
While elected officials like President 
Nixon with his infamous land-use 
dir:ctive and civil servants like BLM 
pariandrum Russ Penny are presently 
acti\g as enemies of motorcycling, we 
mus not let ourselves forget that they 
are a! the same time potential patrons. 
We st ould be asking ourselves: What can 
we dc as clients to make Russ Penny 
our p. tron? How can we support his 
interesi; so that he will support ours? Is 
there sı me power struggle between the 
BLM an | another federal agency, which 
is of nc interest to us, in which our 
letters to »ur Congressmen could tip the 
balance in the BLM’s favor? Should we 
flood W shington with postcards 
demanding new, luxurious quarters for 
the BLM District Offices, to replace the 
cramped, old ones they’re now living in? 
Are any of the local honchos interested 
in free motorcycles on indefinite loan 
for their personal use? To evaluate and 
study them, of course, so they can doa 
better job. 

We must begin thinking in such 
client-patron terms if we are going to 
survive at all. We can no longer dwell on 
TV-romanticism. 


“The rule on what makes a bike legal 
is rather vague and in this AMA rule 
book that they seel to the public, it 
states that 200 must be manufactured 
to be approved, but it doesn’t detail a 
whole lot.” 3 

“I tried to settle this whole affair out 
of court and thought at one time the 
members of the Competition Congress 
that knew of the problem were in favor 
of letting the whole thing blow over but 
somebody else decided against that and 
so we went to court and won. I didn’t 
want to spend all that money and create 
any animosity, but then again, I knew I 
had a legal bitch, so we went to court.” 

“The AMA is run like a club and is 
pretty used to pushing people around, 
so they can make the rules any way 
they please and nobody can do anything 
about them, but they are going to have 
to wise up to the new world and 
readjust their thinking as more and 
more people become aware of whats 
going on.” 

Steve Doi is of the aware set of 
young America that doesn’t sit back and 
let the world slip by. His sponsorship of 
motorcycles is a rare thing and one that 
should not be dealt with lightly. 

It is his type of people that can make 
motorcycling a top notch sport with the 
other biggies. Without this kind of held, 
the sport will just drag along without 
revitalization, which is what it needs 
now. 

While there are younger and younger 
men taking over the more responsible 
posts of rule enforcement and 
procedures, the staid officials of 
yesteryear still squash much of their 
talent and suffering is felt throughout 
the AMA. Hopefully it won’t suffer 
much longer. If it does, the likes of 
independent sponsorship won’t be as 
readily available. That is the part that 
hurts the most.

House stated that the part of the Order 
to which we objected would apply only 
to “formally designated National Parks, 
Natural Areas, National Wildlife Refuges 
and Game Ranges.” This means that the 
US Forest Service and BLM should not 
be involved except for those limited 
public lands under their jurisdiction 
which fall in the latter three categories. 

Do these two paragraphs of the 
California BLM’s 7 September new 
release, wherein Mr. J. R. Penny 
announced new regulations requiring 
payment by the ORV-public for use of 
public lands. Sound like the BLM 
understands Mr. Whitaker? 

“J. R. Penny described the new ORV 
guidelines as a logical step toward 
implementation of the frameword 
developed by BLM’s Off-road Vehicle 
Advisory Council, outdoor recreation
